Demetriu t the laſt of that name, after the death of his father 
Bafilins , ſucceeds him in the Empire, he diſtruſteth 
his owne people, and many of his Nobility, and ſtriues 
to ſtrengthen his eſtate by mariage with a yong Lady 
neere in bloud to Sigi/mond king of Poland, 


F all the accidenfs that 4 haue read 02 
8 || heard of in the oppzeſſion of any Stats 
sz Uingnome whatſoener , either foz 
eo the pꝛeſent oz pꝛecedent ages, there hath 
8 5 none in my opinion bene found fo ſud- 
den, ſtrange and variable, with occur- 
— — rants ſo doubtfull, and euents ſo fatall, 
both to P2:inee and People, fo the inuader and the inua⸗ 
deb, with ſach denaffation of Country, depopulation of 
Townes, combuſtion of Cities, ſuch deflow2ings, raui⸗ 
themnets, inurthers, and hozrible treaſons, ſire, ſwoꝛd, and 
famine, the tragicke executioners of theſe miſeries , plot s 
and ſtratagems deuiſed in hell by diuels, and acted by men 
on earth: as hath happened of late pœres, and is not pet 
coneluded betweene Sigiſmond nswe King ok Poland, 
Charles King of Swethland, and Demetrius the laſt᷑ of that 
— the great Dake of Muſcouia, ꝛ Emperour of 
Nu 1a. a 
And this vnhappie countroy, which befoze flouriſhed in 
great wealth, ſtate, pleaſure and peaceable commerce with 
ſtrangers, no warre at hand, noz none towards, but ſach 
as no manloked foz, was on the _— » befoze a mans

mind tould thinke in ſuch acaſe of a kingdomes alteration 
made the woefull Steane and publicke ſtage whereon ſo 
many bloudy parts haue bene acted on all hands, as haus 
b2zought w2etchednelle to the people lining, and pꝛepared 
miſery fo2 the child vnboꝛne; which warre well conſtverey, 
God neuer gaue vnto the world a moꝛe memozable exams 
ple, either in what vnſarety ſtands the ſtate ofany Ring⸗ 
dome o: Nation that is not pꝛopt and ſuppozted by the 
high hand of Yeanen, oz what miſeries and calamities ſuc- 
c&d in the pꝛogreſſe of ſuch bloudy- and dangerous intends 
ments,to a people ſo ſecare. And finally, what end followes 
fach treaſonable and deſpiteous crueltie, as the lamentas 
dle ſequell of this hiſtoꝛꝝ (hall declare. 

Pau ſhall therefoze vnderſtand that Demetrius, the laſẽ 
of that name, Emperourof Ruſhia, after the death of his 
father Baſilius, called foz his ſtearne and auſtere nouerne- 
ment, as well by rangers, as his owne naturall ſubiects, 
the great Typꝛant ofRuſhia ſuctded him, both in the Em⸗ 
pire and hatred ot his ſubiects: Foz notwithffanving that 
Demetrius was a moſt᷑ excellent ine, framd euen in the 

ꝛzꝛodigality ot Nature, endued with many commendable 
parts, and heroyicke verfues,in the flower of all his youth: 

and beauty, which commonly the people do much eſfeme 
full of rich hope and expectation. Yetſuch was the hatred 
they bare vnto his father, that not dying with his death, it 
liued ſtill in his iſne, and pꝛoued in ſhoꝛt time the confuſt- 
on of this Pꝛince, who ( ſetting aſide his haughty diſpoſi⸗ 
tion) which ſcemed to be inherent in him by ature, he was 
otherwiſe a moſt ablolute Pꝛince 7 noble in mind, and of a 
kingly pꝛeſence. 

He hauing thus by his fathers death obtained, but not 
eſfabliſhed himſelfe in the Empire, deuiſed the beſt meanes 
he could foz the aſſurance ofhis eſtate, which by reaſon of 
his ſubiects minds ( being Alians tohim) and many alſo of 
the Nobility (which foz his fathers ſake alfo bare him no 
affection ) tod very fickle ; Amonglt which, there was at 
that time one Kneſcuanſuſce a noble man, and of great 


power

power, that in the Raigne of the great Tyrant, being 
great Maiſter of the Yozſe, did alis at this time beare ma- 
ny great Dffices in the Empire, which the pzeſent King 
Demetrius. moze foz feare then loue, ſuffered him fo eniop. 
And that ſkate in a Pzince muſt nedes bee vnaCurey, 
where the ſubiects power ſhall bꝛerd theP2inces feare. 

This Vanſuſce in the fozmer Emperours raigne, did 
flily by his bounty and popularity wind himſelte into the 
loue and opinion of the people: and becauſe that ſome feive 
turbulent bzoyles and dangerous innouaſions were by his 
power and policy pacified, he was held in great eſfimation 
of the Paince, and great vensration of the Nobility , as 
moug which neaertheleCe there were ſame that loking vp⸗ 
pon his ſtate, with an enuious eve, didalſs with conſide- 
tate epes loke into his actions, that ſpꝛinging from ambi⸗ 
{ton moꝛe then from countries care oꝛ honoꝛable ends, theꝝ 
found his great neſſe to be dangerous, and thoſe acts which 
caried the name and cslour of ths Emperours god, ſerued 
under hand to make way foꝛ his ambition, as hauing only 
à reference to himſolfe and his owne deſignes, which De- 
metrius well perceining, did neuertheleſſe diſſemble, and 
coulonrably made him faire countenance, as loth (in this 
griene wozld) to ſtirre the fire that lay hid in this embers. 

This Vanſuſce was very noble in bloud, deriued from 
a long continued aunceſtry, honoꝛed in many ages with 
many alliances of the Empire, alwayes held in great loue 
and eſtimation of the people, he was in his owne perſon of 
a Paincely pzeſence, fall of affability t Court complement: 
vet neuerthe leſſe ambitions, eruell, a great diſſembler, not 
letting to kiſſe whom he meant to kill, ſparing no mans 
death, whoſe life withſtod his purpoſe. Ye was heard 
once ſay to a ſecret friend of his, that that man was to be 
held vnwoꝛthy the ſfocke of all Noblenele, that ywelved his 
bonour to vaſſalage,whoſe foztunes might attaine to Sg, 
ueraignty, whereby diſcouering his owne affectiong , he 
made himſelfe tranſparant, thinking that if his wozyg 


were bzought in queſtion, his power was able to defend 
B 2 them, 
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them. This Vanſuſces greattieſſe gane p2incipall matter 
fo2 the Emperours diſtruſt, knowing well that his ambi- 
-tivti onte iopned with the peoples hate ngainſt him, whoſe 
natures are ever wout ts follow Nobility, there might be 
raiſed a dangerous faction: fo2 the pzenention oz meeting 
whereof, his friends councelled him fo ſtrengthen bis vn⸗ 
aſſured eſtate, by mariage in the alliance of ſome fozreine 
Pꝛince: fo2 the furtherance whereof, there was a young 
Lady at that time of Pzincely birth and admirablebeauty, 
as pet vncontracted in the Court of Poland. Thither with 
great pzeparations were Embaſſado2s with great erpedis 
tion ſent, the pꝛincipall of whom was a voung Pobleman, 
and kinſman to the Empeteur, alles Tragus, that bare 
chicfe plate and honoꝛ, who being honozably entertained 
in Poland, found their diſſignes happely ſuccede fo their 
deſires :fo2in ſhozt time this poung Lady was withall fas 
lemnity affianced to this vong Painte, a great toynture 
granted, a rich dowzy conflituted, and the Embaſtadour 
richly rewarded, withaliſpedrichly returned inte Ruſhia," 
The Emperour embzaceth the newes, and his kinſman 
fo2 them kiſſeth the Ladies picure,confirmes the Articles, 
exhaufteth his treaſure , holds himſelfe poꝛe in the riches 
of his hope, makes great pzeparations fo2 his ionrney info 
Poland, ſtill languiſhing in his defire fo ſee the ſubſtance of 
that beauty, whoſe ſhadvowe onel had ſo incenced his 
fancy, that that ſ@med to be true in him which was 
wꝛitten by Plutarch, bpon the languichments of Marcus 
Anthonius, to Cleopatra Qutene of Egypt, that the ſoule 


of a Loner lines nof in his owne, but in- anothers 
odie. 
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CHAP. 2. ; 

The Emperour Demetrius dell cends inperion into Poland, 
with an honorable traine, and is there with all ſolemnity 


eſpouſed to the Poliſh Princeſſe, returnethinto Raſgia, [7 
bringing with him fixe thouſand Poles for his guard. 1 


Wir things being in ſumptudus manner 
\ EA pepared, the Emperour Demettius ſetteth 
{ fo:ward towards Polavd, committing ths 
WASANW conrcrnment of his Empire in his abſence 
YA PAY \V tocertaine of his Noblemen , whom he e⸗ 

TUE The ſpocially truſted, conſtituting his Ainſman 
Tragus fez his Wicegerent , The people flocke from all 
parts fo ſhim, but neither with outward acclamations, 
no2 inward deſires of toy, which neuertheleſſe he little ro⸗ 
pected; ſuppofing that this new alliance with Poland had 
ſo ſtrengthned his eſtate, as he ſhould not need to feare as 
ny intaſtins innouaſion „ and from fozrcine innaffons he 
was ſecured :howbeit there were ſome that tudging of fu. 
ture centingents by the pꝛeſent times condition, foꝛeſaw 
that this mariage and diſpsſings of it, might hereafter 
pꝛoue his confulion,as indeed it did: Yowbeit we will not 
now mingle his pzeſent pleaſures with vnſeafonable 
feares of future troubles, but bꝛing him in all honozable 
and delight full manner out of his owne territozies into 
the Aingdome of Poland, where in all places he found 
his entertainment to anſwer his eſtate, and ta excœd his 
expectation, 

After many honozable ayes and mætings, with many 
Pꝛintes and Noblesof Poland, he came at laſt to Court, 
the Ning lying then at Craccow, the chiefe City in Craco- |

nia, and the p2incipall Seate of the Aingdome, hers he 
found all the honozs that his heart could deſtre, andſaws 
the rareſt beauties that his eyes could behold: but that 7 
| which molk pleaſed him, was the fight ok her, whoſe beau⸗ i 
ty at firſt ſight did ſo rauiſh him with aſtonilhment, that 4 

bis eyes and other parts with outward complements, } 
B 3 wers 3 
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were dꝛiuen fo execute his tongues office , in diſcovering 
his inward thoughts: foz he wanted woꝛds to expzefle his 
Jope. 

Vere feaſting the time, and his owne deſires with bans 
quets, imbꝛacements, dances, and other amozous de⸗ 
lights, at laſt, the long wiſht foz dap appeared, wherein the 
ſolemnity and authoꝛitp of the Church, ſhould conſumats 
their hopefull longings with thoſe happy imbzaſings, and 
that true touch of toy that languiſhing Louers fe&le in the 
heigth of pleaſare, which then is at the full, when with 
ſimpathy of affetien that ſwete is mutually taſfed be⸗ 
twene them with recipzocall deſire , as it was betwixk 
theſe two Louers, in whom no compulſary conſent did ens 
fozce mariage: neither was there any incompacible blond 
betweene them to ouer-ſway oz dull affection : foz they 
were both of equall pres, and both ot them the moſt per- 
fect and abſolute frames of nature, that lined at that time 
inthat part ofthe woꝛld. But at laſt, all things being fini- 
ſhed with the time fo2 this Paincely mariage, they begin 
to pꝛepare fo2 their departure, a new defire therein ſtirring 
them both, him to reuiew his natineKingdome , and her 
to behold! that land whereof ſhe was now ſtiledTmpzeſſe, 

The King and Qutene of Poland, a great part of the 
Nobility, and the richeſt beanties ofthe Court accompany 
them to the Frontiers of Ruſhia, the high-wayes,fownes 
and villages being ſtrewed with flowers, and ſweet \mol- 
ling herbes, as if the ground had ſeemed fo baſe fo carry 
thele Pꝛincely perſonages , the people flocking from all 
parts fo ſe the blazing Comets of theſe two kingdomes, 
whoſe beauties attracted all mens eyes with wonder to 
behold them. 

At laſt, the day of parting came, wherein theſe two 
vong Louers hauing taken their leaues, with ſeuerall fo, 
kens of top and ſo2row, held on their way by their appoin⸗ 
tes Journals, firſt tg Smalcnſco, the chiefs City in the 
Dakedome of Scucare , where the Emperours-Kir.lman 
Tragus in honozable manner met them, here m_ a» 

While 
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while fo reſf and ſolace themſelues, within few dayes 
they departed, holding on their conrſe, from thence to 
the great City of Moſco, where by the virecions of the 
Printe Tragus they were with all State and Bagnifi 
cence enfertained. - ' 

Here they lined a while in all delights and pleaſare. 
Uho would haue thought that this Sunne thus ſhining 
but in his mozning beanty , could ſo ſuddenly haue found 
an Eclipſe in this Yo2izon, euen in the high-way of his 
aſcending glozy. But O the incertainty of terrene plea- 
fares, this light that bzought ſo great a luſter fo ſa great 
a ation, was by the ſame people, whom it behe!d with 
fo faire an aſpect , ſuddenly extinct by the malignancie of 
Fate and oppoſite Enuy, as you ſhall farther heare. The 
Emperour Demetrius bꝛought with him ent of Poland fix 
thouſand Douldiers well appointed, to whom he gaue the 
guard ot his perſon, diſtruſting the fidelity or his owne ſub- 
fects, which the rather did incenſe the Muſcouite againſt 
him, and in ſhozt time pꝛoued the cauſe of his vtter ouer⸗ 


th:owe. 


| CHAP. z. 
The Emperours guard of Poles abuſe his ſauour, commit- 
ting many outrages in the Citty, and in ſhort time fall 
into great hatred with the Muſcouite, K neſeuanſuſce Iay- 
ing hold ofthis occaſion, joynes with the ¶Muſcouite 
and growes diſcontent. 


Ow while the Emperour with his Lady 
delighted in nothing but what might 
x Flcaſe his fancy, ſpending whole dapes 

and nights in Banqueting and Renels, 
thinking all ſafe and ſecure, the Poles 
being a people pzoud in their owne na⸗ 
/ fure, and that pꝛide nowe doubled in 
them by the Princes _— commit without controle- 
ment many outrages iu the Moſco , and other places ad⸗ 
iopning, 
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iopning, lo that by degrees (in ſhort time er came to be 
extreamelp bated of the Muſcovite, which Vanſuſce percei⸗ 
uing would offentimes complaine ſo farre as he durſt to di⸗ 
uerſe ot his friends the Mufcouites, both of the Jndulgence 
of the Pztince, and inſolency both of the Pole, alleaging 
p2obability of a Zyzanny in the ſanne,moze vnſufferable 
then fhat of his fathers. | 

Who fozeſces not ſaith Vanſuſce, that perceines any 
thing, how this new Alliance with Poland is like to pzous 
fatallto Ruſhia, who ſ&snot that theſe rude beginnings, 
ars certaine ſignes fozegoing much greater miſchiefes , if 
they be not in time pꝛeuented, we are ſcarſenow ſecured of 
our wiues,childzen and gods, but that many times they 
paſſe the hazard of their barbarous crueltp, if fix thouſands 
Poles keepes vs thus in awe, committing ſuch catrages 
(whereof there are daily complaints) without controule- 
ment, what will their greater numbers doe, whereof there 
is a continuall expectance: the Pzincelepes and dallies in 
the delights of his new lone fozgetting his old friends, bis 
owne people are diſeſtæmed, the Pole hath all eſtimation, 
no Ruſhian ſues at Court but (it he will thine) muſt haus 
a Pole to his Adnoacte, nothing that is by the Pole begs 
ged, but is by the Printe granted, without reſpect ofcom- 
mon p2ofit, the pꝛincipall Oſſtces begin alreadꝑ to be frayſ- 
poſed both in Court and Cittp, what ſhall we loke foz buf 
a declination ſtill from bad to wozſe vntlll we haue loft all, 
and the Pole hath got all. 

Theſe woꝛds together with their outrages had fo incen⸗ 
ſed the Muſcouite that there wanted but cccafion to raiſe an 
innouation which vnlackely was ſoone alter pꝛoffered, foz 
a Poliſn Gentleman caſting by chance his eye bpon a 
MParchants daughter of Moſco, a virgine of excellent bews 
tp, was ſo intangled in her laue, that hauing tried all waies 
foz the obfayning his defire by intreaties, and gifts, and 
finding ſtil his ſuite to returne in vaine, was neuertheleſſe 
ſo ardent in his outragious luſt, that hauing trayned — 

deuiſe 
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deniſe into a place of conueniency, where in the pnrſuite of 
his deſtre all faire waies being denied him, he in a molt 
barbarsuſe manner rauiſht her. This de flowred damſcll 
with great ſo2zrow and heauineſſe complained to her frinds 
ok this vile abuſe. 

When the cauſes of our grieſes ercode all bounds, if 
wozkes in our minds dinerſity of effectes, not immaderat⸗ 
ty thoſe that follow our o2dinary afllictions, oꝛ the cuſto⸗ 
mary croſſes of foztane, which dzaw our ſighes, teares, and 
other common tokens ofcalamity; but in theerceſſe of grief 
when the obtect thereof pꝛeſents a veim beyond al patience 
oꝛ ſufferance, it ſo diſtracts the minde and aſtomiſheth the 
ſenſes that'reaſ9n giuing way to ſo:row we fall into a 
boundleſſe Ocean of the extreameſt paſſtons, ſuch was the 
inuolued heart with gricfe in that ſpectacle of all miſerp 
Hecuba Qutene of Troy, who ſeingherſeife betratd Ilium 
ſet on fire, her Loꝛd Priame flaine, her chilzzen murdered, 
and that ſlowre ol at beauty Polixena (in the ioue of whom 
that mirtoz of allkatghted Achilles fight) ll aine in herowne 
armes, by vnrelenting Pirthus. in the view of theſe miſera · 
ble obiects the was ſo far from finding eaſe in the vtterance 
ofſozrow , that ſhe tot herſelfe in the Maze and Labzinth 
of madneſle, the like was that of Niobe vpon the ſlaughter 
of her ſeuen ſonnes by the Goddeſle Latona, who in the 
fight thereofwas ſo aſtoniſhed with ſozrow, that the Poet 
fained her turned into aſfane, not much vnlike was the 
ſtats ofthe friends of this deflowred damſell, who hauing 
ſeene their daughters teares, and knowen the cauſe of hir 
grievance fell pzeſently from the paſſion of ſo2roty to the 
paſſion ol rage, and ina furious manner with reſolued pur⸗ 
poſes but vnguided ikeps ran to Court, complaines of this 
abuſe with frantige and vaie:nly geſture, ſet fazth the guilt 
of this abhominable fac in the pꝛeſence of the Emperour, 
and after a violent manner, rather commanding then cra⸗ 
uing iuſtice, what haue we committed (ſaith the lather to 
this wzonged damſell) that we —_ natural people haning 

beeng 
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bene ſo long bzought vp vnder your Lawes, Religion,any 
Gouernment, ſhould be ſo farre diſtruſted of our lopalties, 
and ſo much diſtaſted in our affections that you ſhould res 
poſe your ſelfe in a ſtrange guard, and expoſe vs to their 
eruelty. what oufrages haue they committed ſince the como 
ming of your Qutene into Moſco, ſparing neither age, ſex, 
no2 quality, how many complaints haue bene made of 
their abuſes, but no redzeſſe;and J the ſad father to this de⸗ 
flowred virgin perceine by your lokes fhat J ſpeaks in 
vaine, the way fo opp2eſſion ts plaine and open, the path to 
Juſtice is vafrodden, the Ring is a ſtranger to his ſubiects 
and a King fo ffrangers, the Muſcouice held himſelfe 
w2:etched vader the gouernment of your father, but wee 
much moꝛe bnder your fp2annte, theſe laſt wozds did ſo in- 
cenſe the Pꝛince, that with his fote he ſpurned the father of 
this damſell from him, aud being by rage wholy tranſpoz- 
ted from reaſon without anyreſpec, either fo the complai⸗ 
nants cauſe,oz the Muſcouites diſcontent, committed him 
as a mutiner together withhis wife and this wꝛonged dams 
ſell to pꝛiſon, who cauſing them there to be laden 
with Irons, did there by ſo euerlade himſelle 
with the hatred of his people, that in ſhozt 
time it pꝛoued a burden tw heany fog 
him ts beare, ouer-p2eſfing him (6 
much that it depꝛiued him ol 
his Empire, e in the end 
of his life , as theſes 
quell ſhall de⸗ 
clare. 
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U an/uſce with the aide ofthe ( Maſconite rebels, ſurpriſeth 

the great Caſtle or Pallace of Moſco, kils all the Poles in 
one night, in this garboile the Emperour is bruted co be 
ſlaine, but with the aid of a trufly ſeruant eſcapes ſecret- 
ly with his L.! diſguiſed, 


He newes being ſpread abꝛoad the great 
Cittp, of the vſage ofhis Marchant, his 
wꝛongs and vniuſt impzifonment , tos 
gether with his wife and daughter, the 
Muſceuite in moze open manner be⸗ 
'w2ay their diſconfents on to another, 
and all againft the Pole, ſo farre fo2th 

that they begin fo mutiny, flocking fogther in great Com- 

panies with mindes of reſolution ts reuenge themſelues 
foz the w2ongs receined, which the Pole vnderſtanding. 
keepe within the great Pallace, not daring to ffirre abꝛdad: 

The Pꝛince loking (bus to late) into the danger, imploie 

certaine Noble men of his Court, ſuch whom he knew fo 

be gracious with te people fo2 the quieting of theſe tu- 
mults , by whoſe care and induſtry in choꝛt time theyſc- 
med to bs pacified,nof appeaſed , the Parchant, his wife, 
and daughter deltaered, not contented, a puniſhment vpon 
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the offender impoſed, not executed, aſatisfaction pz#miſed, 


not perfo2med , ſo thaf this fire was foz a time ſmothered, 


not extinguiſhed, which ſhoztly afterbzake foꝛth in ſuch bi⸗ 


olent manner, that the flame thereof had well nere conſu⸗ 


med the whole Empite. 


The Pzince being much perplex:d in minde with theſe 
garboiles and continuall dangers of innouation, demands 
councel of his friends what were beſt to doe, rather foꝛ pꝛe⸗ 
uention ot miſchieſe then paciſication ot᷑ the people, the beit 
counfell was giuen to appeaſe; - apply himſelfe to a gentle 
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and debonaire behauiour towards his ſubiects, that obedi⸗ 
ence was better from lone then feare, to ſend backe the 
Pole, into his Country, ta betake the gard of his perſon fo 
his owe people andto apply his gouexument to the natute 
of the Muſcouite. But the woꝛſt, is tollewed which is to 
foze-ftali to make his Guard ſtronger with the aide of the 
Poles ts fo2tifie his Pallace and other places ot command 
in the Moſco, to rule by fozce not loue, and vtterly to diſs 
grace and diſtruſt the Muſcouite, ta this eus, and f̃eꝛ theſe 
purxpoſes were there meſſengers ſecretly ſent intq Poland 
foz ten thouſand ſouldiers moꝛe ta he cutettained vnder his 
pay foʒ the ſaueguard of his perſon. | I. 
Uhen diſtruſt once growes in a Painces minde and has 
tred onte ſetled in the ſubicets hearts. they art hardly remo⸗ 
ned, as was well fonnd in this Pꝛince and peaple ho lobeit 
ifat that tune he had followed the beſt counſell to haue caſ⸗ 
ſiered the Pole and entertapned the Muſcouite foz his 
Gaard , undoubtedly her might long haue rained a happy 
Pyzince ouer a happy people, and pꝛeuented infinite miſ- 
chicfes that followed cuents p vtter deſtruction othimſelfe 
and great deſolation in the Empire: And thus in the degin⸗ 
ning ends the laſt act ot his comike Sceane, and now be⸗ 
gins the firlt act of his tragedy, and as the firſt was ſhozt 
and full of pleaſare ſo this laſt was long and moꝛe full of 
miſery, loꝛ his old aduerſary Kneſeunnſuſce vnderſtanding 
of the cloſe diſpatch of the Einperours meſcengers into Po- 
land f22 this new ſupply fozeſceing that the Pzince would 
then be to ſtrong koz him, except hee ſhould apenſy raiſe his 
powers, and lo put it to the hazard ot a battell, the end 
whereof he wilt was doabtfall , as well foꝛ the number of 
the Poles that were knowen to be much better ſouldierg 
then the Muſcouire , as alſo fo2 ſome few Noble men in 
Couctboth of land and power, whom he knew were fa# 
vunts ty2 Pꝛinte, and mightione raiſe there fo2ces 2 held 
it his beſt faz the purſuing ol his deſlignes to fake the ad⸗ 
Kantagoaſy occaden pꝛeſent, ebe aſudden ſurpziſo with 
| the 
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the helpe of his friendes to make a new laughter in the 
Pallace and places adioyning not only of the Poles but al. 
ſs of the Pꝛince himſelfe his chieſe friendes and followers⸗ 
To this end and bloudy parpoſe he ſendeth ſecretly to his 
friends t ſuch as he ſpecially truſted in the Citty to be in a 
readineſſe armedat an houre appointed, and as the Poet 
faith, Tencbris audlacia creſcit: the night was held fitteſt foꝛ 
this dee of darknelle, z the, JPallace it ſelf was made p pat- 
like Tyeatre whereon was acted this hozrible maſſacre, 
the night being tome they flocke on all ſides to the honaſe of 
Vanſuſce, all waies being foꝛe-laide to pꝛeuent intelligence 
of this bloudp pꝛoiect, his friends and followers being thus 
alſembled together to y number of ten, oz twelas thouſand, 
all armed foz the purpoſe: Vanſuſce pzepares fo2 this blou⸗ 
dy aſſault, telling them with woꝛds of much incouragement 
that now Þ long lokt foꝛ time was come, that ſhould make 
the Muſcouite famous to all poſterity in the delincry of 
thomſelues from the cruel tyꝛanꝝ of the Poles, the experi⸗ 
ment of whoſe pꝛoud natures and bloudy diſpoſitions they 
were to wel aequainted with in their owne particulars, and 
that now the houre was come, wherein they might reuenge 
at full the vilde abuſes and intollerable wzongs ofthis vn⸗ 
ſufferable ſtrangex, and fre the Citty and the land of ſo 
dangerous a Utper, theſe woꝛds of Vanſuſce, together with 
p credit and opinion that was held of him that ſpake them, 
did fo ſtirre vp the ſpirit of the Muſcouite to the enterpꝛiſe 
of this attempt, thatimof of them with an vniuerſall con⸗ 
ſent of reuenge, the reſt tarried with hate and deſire of 
ſpoile ran in diſoꝛdered troupes ſtom the houſe of Vantuſce 
to the Pallace of the Emperour which was two mites 2 
ſander, now was there one Glafco a wectetarp, and in ſpe⸗ 
tiall truſt with y Emperoꝛ, howbsit a molt vile traitoz, fo2 
being pꝛiuy to all Vanſuſces pꝛoiects he was only meanes 
fo2 their entry into the Palace, this Glaſco ſhall carry the 
ffampe of inkamp, and ſoꝛ euer leaue it to his name and 


memozv, who had he bene 1 Lozd aud Pa⸗ 
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ſter might haue diſcouered this hoꝛrible treaſon, pꝛeuented 
the infinite miſchieles that followed , pzeſerued the life of 
his P2ince, and purchaſt to himſelfeimmoztal alozy. 

The entry was made with little reſiſtance into the baſe 
Courts, where hauing once ſet fof, thep cry out, libertp, li⸗ 
berty, liberty; kill, kill, kill; the Poles ſome naked, ſome 
weakly armed, acco2ding to the ſhoꝛtneſſe of the time, paſſe 
with ſmal defence the cruelty of the enemies ſwoꝛds , it fel 
out as Vanſuſce had expected, fo others that knew not the 
matterhearing the Larum-bell rung in the Pallace, came 
from all parts, and vnderfkanving that Vanſuſce was there 
in perſon , without inquiring further fell pꝛeſently fo eres 
cution, killing all they found, as well Muſcouite ag Pole, 
that bare office in the Court; now was there nothing heard 
in the Pallace but a hozrible and confaſev noiſe of armour, 
Yozſes, and harqubuſes; a pittifullcrie of all ſazts of pegs 
ple,ofall ages and conditions going vnts death, and the pt- 

tileſſe ſhoutes of murtherers , thePallace died oner with 
bloud, to the which(though hauing made choice of darknes) 
they neuertheleſſe ſet fire fo gius them light fo; the executi⸗ 
on ok this maſlacre, two heures murder and rapinemake 
this one night famous in the inkamp of the executioners, to 
whom alſo afterwards it pꝛoued ſo fatall, as all of them 
were enfoꝛced to confefſe that mans bloud ſpilt violently, 
when as the manner therok, cannot lawfully challenge, the 
qualification of iuſtice is odious in his ſight; who haning 
created man -acco2ding to his owne image, ſels his bloud 
deerely to the authoꝛs of ſuch effuſion, nenerthelefſe this 
was but the exordium, oz entrance, oꝛ frſt, oz leaſt part of 
this Tragicke Sceane, foz when their way was made 
into theinward Courts by fixe and ſwoꝛd, they ſpared none 
of any deare 92 calling, euery obiect they ſaw in the Court 
was a ſabiect to their fury. 

The Emperonr and his Lady being i in the heart of the 
Pallace imbꝛacing one another, in great dslourandheaut- 


neſle determine pet _ to die together, whileſt a Sage 
ſeruan 
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ſernant of the Empero2s found away and meanes fo2 their 
eſcape. the Pzince in the habit ofa lane, the Lady in mans 
apparrel, thus in great ſozrow and feare theſe two pounge 
louers in this diſguiſe toke hand in hand, and with their 
faithfull guide by his direction paſt thzough by-waies out 
ok the Pallace, then burning about their eares: he deſerue⸗ 
ing foz his care and duty fo his Pꝛinte, nolefſe fame and 
memozy then that patterne ot᷑ all piety «Ee: did carrying 
vpon his ſhoulders his old father / Anchiſes, euen thꝛough 
the flames of Troy. 


CHAP. V. 


Demetrius with his Empreſſe flies to the Dukedome of Col- 
looge,and findes entertainment, Fan,uſce bruits him dead, 
and cauſeth one like him to be carried thorow the Citty 
murdered, the Muſrouite beleeues it. 


Mus theſe two pong Pꝛinces ſpꝛung from 
the lines ol Kings, in the chicfe pꝛide of 
{ their flowing youth, and beautp, in the 
height of all their ſtate and dignity, in the 
middeſt of al their pleaſures and delights; 

from the happy ſociety of their friendes 
4 — and great Allies, are now by the vilde 
freachery of Vanſuſce,their ſmozne ſubtec , and foz\wozne 
vaſſatle , bzonght from their Jmpertall greatneſle fo ſo 
w2etched and miſerable a ſtate, as not the meaneſf in the 
Empire would now willingly change foztunes and condi⸗ 
tions with them. 

But toretnrne fo their tragicke ſtoꝛy: They hauing by 
the aide ol their truſty guid paſt the feares and dangers of 
the Pallace, twke the Riner of Volga, ina little boate, the 
Pꝛinte himlelfe helping his truſty ſeruant to row downe 
the ffreame, O what a piteous ſight it was ro behold a 
Pꝛince that but the day — Depter ol ſo rich roy- 
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all and ſpacious a kingdome ſerued in all Kate and maieffy, 
attsndev on with Qobles, and infinite numbers ok men, to 
beuow tugging at a ſimple D are, and labouring foz his life 
to p2eſerue her, whoin aboue his life, and all the world hee 
p2eferred, and of all that he iniopyed but thz& houres befoze, 
to haue only this remnantleft that he might call his owne, 
his deſolate Qutene, his faithfull ſeruant, and two filly 
Dares, and a little Boate. 

But holding on our courſe, we muſt publiſh to the world 
thoſe doloꝛous occurrents, and heauy calamities that fol⸗ 
lowed , to fill vp this ſad Sceane of ſozrow with matter 
moꝛe tragicall then that ot Seneca, in the wꝛetchednelle of 
Locaſta, ez that of Homer in the miſeries of Hecuba: thus 
this poꝛe rich remaine ol Ruſhia, theſe two pꝛetious iewels 
piuckt ruviy from the ir golden frame, theſe two great pers 
ſonages, in this little Boate, eaſing themſelues in this hea⸗ 
up burden of care by the naturall participation of ſozrow, 
and comſoꝛting themſelues in the ſight each of other, hold 
on their courſe towards the Dukedome of Colloga , ſome 
foureſcoze verſe, as the Ruſhe cals it, from the great Citty 
of Moſco, which is about th:eſcoze miles Engliſh, a place 
foz the naturall ſcituation ſo defenfible , by reaſon of Ris 
uers, — and Caſtles, that with an Army it is well 
neare vnacteſũble, Demettius hauing here ſafely ſet his 
fote, the whole Dukedeme did generally entertaine him, 
ſome alſo of the Nobility, and many ot his old ſeeuants that 
had paſt the dangers ol the Pallace, and ths tiranny of Van« 
ſuſce fled vnto him, in whoſeſight her comfozted himſelſe 
with this, that he was not vtterly fozſaken, thanking al. 
mighty God vpon his knees, that his ſtate thozough this 
treaſon was not reduced fo fo low an ebbe but that he 
might yet liue, to out- liue this miſery, and ſith hee was in 
this ſhezt time raiſedfrom the attendance of one ſeruant᷑ 
and a little Boate, to the poſſeſſion of man ſeruants and a 
whole Dukedome, he might alſo afterward, by the reuolu⸗ 
tion of time, and foztune, recouer and . 
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Empire, checking his pzeſent feares with the hope of fu 
ture contingents, ſtriuing thus to make a body of alimbe, 
; and to beguile the actuall condition of his foztunes with 

| imaginary conceits of better: But we will new leaue this 
| croſſe ſtarrd P2ince in the ſozry comfozt of his wan hopes, 
building new Caſtles in the aire, while his fatall enemy 
Vanſuſce poſſefſeth his old Caſtles in the Empire, and let; 
ting him reſt a while after the vnreſt of that diſmall night, 
we will now returne where we left Vanſuſce burning, oz 
ſpoyling that great Caſtle and Palace of Moſco, the ropall 
Seate of many Einperours in many p2ecedent ages, 
which had bene a bailding many yeares , and was thus 
miſerably in one night deſkroyed, o2 ſo much defaced, that 
to this day it is not re-edified : now mult we bꝛing vpon 
the ſtage Uſnrpation attainders, fozfeifures and conſtſca⸗ 
tion of Lands and Gods, plots, and fkratagems fo ſup- 
plant, polices, and denices to eſtabliſh a Crowne vniuſtlp 
gotten, vpon an Uſarpers head, that is neuer at reff, o2 ſel⸗ 
dome flepesinquiet, 

Vanſuſce not withſtanding that every thing ſucceeded 
acco2ding to his deſire ; but that which was the maine of 
his p;oiec, the flaughter ofthe Pzince Demetrius, whoſe 
eſcape none but his truſty friends knew of, pꝛotteds in his 
purpoſes to make himſelfe Emperour, albeit he knew that 
he had no title thereunto, no2 colour like to any. 

The mind of man is infinite in opinion and wening, 
which being once ſet vpon ambition, nothing can ſtap oz 
limit her aduentures, as appeared in Vanſuſce, in whoſe 
way lay two great ſtumbling blockes, the firſt was the es 
ſcape ofthe P2ince, the other was the life and greatneſſe 
ofhis Kinſman Tragus, who was alfo greatin the peoples 
opinion. him muſt Vanſuſce nodes remoue, oꝛ he finds a 
greater enemy expoſd then Demetrius that was expeld, 
this muſt be done ſecretle, and vpon the ſudden, and there 
was no time ſlackt, foz thꝛe howers befoze the appearing 
of the day that followed this fatall night, a bꝛother of Van- 


ſuſces, whoſs name was alſo Demetrius, was ſent to ſur⸗ 
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pꝛiſe him with finehundzedhozſe, he lying then at a houſe 
ot pleaſure in the country. ſome fiffeene miles from the Ci⸗ 
ty, and to bing him pꝛiſoner to the Moſco, where by 
fo2me of tryall he was to paſſe ſuch cenſure as was pꝛeiu⸗ 


vicated fo2 him, in thoſe falſe crimes and imputations al⸗ 


ready ſet downe to be ſuggeſted und infozced againſt him t 

foz he durſt not by reaſon of the peoples fauour paoceed as 
gainſt his life, but by pꝛoceſſe of Law, and becauſe he knew 
alſo that it would be a hard matter to ſurpziſe him in his 
houſe, he cauſeth a letter of Credence to be counterfeit in 
-the Emperours name, the tenoz whereofwas onely this, 
That there was ſome matter of tmpozt that eraued his 
pꝛeſent aide at Court, and that he ſhould ſet allother bu- 
ſineſſe aſi de, and make what ſped he could thither , the 
truſt of this letter was committed to that vilde frayfoz 

Gl:zſco, as being found the fitteſt fo2 this negotiation: 

howbcit there will come a time wherein he that is now an 
Agent, ſhall pꝛoue alſo a Patient in this blond tragedie, 
when that treaſonable bloud that now floweth in his 
veines, ſhall be let out euen by the hand of him whom he 
now obepes, but ws will teaue him now, and Vanſuſces 
© bzother Demetrius, to their poaſting tourney, and returns 

to the Caſtle at Moſco, where Vanſuſce hauing beheld ma⸗ 
ny dead Carkaſes, found one that in yeares, fatour, and 
other lineaments of his bady, was very like the Empero2,. 
Vanſuſce lapes hold vpon this occaſion, and hauing pꝛinte⸗ 
ly apparrelled this dead connterfeif, cauſed it to be pub⸗ 
licht, that the Emperour Demetrios was flaine : foz mani⸗ 
ſeſtation where, he cauſeth this counterkeit to be laid vpon 
à Bere, and with great State to be caried bare-faced tho⸗ 
row the great Citty. to their State⸗houſe, oꝛ common hall, 
he accompanping the body in perſon, the people flocking 
from all parts to ſè him, belteuing ſtedlaſtip that if was 

he, but no man beſtowing a ſigh o2 funerall teare vpon 
him, (uch is the naturs of the bulgar. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. 6, | 
The counterfet body is buried for the Emperor Demetrius, 


with the ſtate and ſolemnity of a Prince, Tragus is ſud- 
denly ſurpriſed and brought priſoner to the Hoſes, 


Anſuſce being tome into the publike Yall, 
conlorobly attired in blacke, being in 
himſelte of a Paincelp perſonage and 
pꝛeſence, maieſtically aſcended bp into a 
high Thꝛone that was fuddenly erected 
foꝛ him, the ſuppoſed body ol the Pzince 
being laied befoze the people, where at⸗ 
fer ſilence pꝛotclaime d, he ſpake after this maner vnts them, 
with a ſad ſetled conntenance and an audible voice. J cans 
not tell with what palſions o2 affections of griefe and ſoꝛ⸗ 
row, my deare Tountry-men, this dead P2ince whom we 
lately called our ſoueraigne Loꝛd andCmperour, lies buri⸗ 
ed in pour hearts, but bnto me it is the ſaddeſt ſight, and 
the moſt wofull obiect that euer my vnhahpy eyes beheld, 
of whoſe bloud , as the tnimoztall God can witneſſe of my 
cleere heart and innoſence, ſo J pꝛoteſt by the maicſty of 
him befozs whom J ſtand, that with your allowance and 
conſent, J would puniſh with tozture, to all example, this 
woꝛſe then Parricide, were it in the perſon of mine owne- 
bother, though done inignozance, as in ſuch vnhappy 
garboiles many ſach chances happen: Jf pꝛobable witneſſe 
could bs pzoduced againſt him, fozit is not fit the earth 
ſhould beate the murderer of his Pzince, but becauſe that 
matters viſcertaine cannot be certainly diſpoſed, we muſt 
leaue him to his iudgement that knowes as well the inten⸗ 
ſions as actions of man, it onelp reſteth that we perfoꝛme 
ourlalt duties to the dead, his funerall Rites and Obſe⸗ 
quies, which J defire may be with all ſolemnity accompli⸗ 
ſhed, in whoſe ſudden and vntimelp death,becauſe we haue 
loft a hope ot a continued line foz ſucceſſion in the Gn - 


pire, and that by the laughter of 1 Poles ws haue dzawn 
2 a

a great and dangerous enemy, it behoues you to make 
choiſe of ſuch a one fo gonerne , whoſe wiſdome and valour 
may be able to maintaine the State and Maieſty of the 
Empire, and alſo meete with thoſe oppoſite occurrents that 
doth maligne it, but firſt of all, and chiefeſt of all, it be⸗ 
boucs you to cut ot all occaſions ofcinillandinteftine war, 
fo2 pꝛeuention whereof we haue this moꝛnim ſent foz the 
P2mces kinſman Tragus, as well to anſwer to ſuch ſuppu⸗ 
tations of crimeas ſhall be obieced againſt him, as alſo in 
this dangerous time to be diſpoſed of by your wiſoomes, 
noucht elſe at this time our dolorous tongue can diſcourſe 
ol but the P2inces funerals, which we. wil haſten to ſolem⸗ 
niſe: and with that woꝛd he wipt his eyes, the people were 
fa larte from any tokens of ſozrow, that they fell pzeſently 
to acclamations of ioy, clapping their hands and thzowing 
= their hats, trying Vanſuſce, Vanſuſce, Godſaue Van- 
ſuſre. 

It is a thing woꝛth the obſeruation to note and marke 
what diuerſity of ſhapes hypocrifie puts on, Hec ſimulata 
ſanctitas hec diſſimulatainiquitzs how many miles diſtant are 
the wozds and thoughts of a difembler, how many vn⸗ 
knowne Regions betwirt his tongue and heart, bat admit 
they lie cloſe fo2 a while they will be diſconered when his 
iuſtice ſhall be turned outward, and though his treaſons 
haue fo2 a time vndeſerued and bnſuſpected paſſage, as car⸗ 
ring an outward gloſle faire and remarkable, pet the dap 
willceome when hee ſhall render an account of bis vniuſt 
Stewardlhip, and ſurrender vp and reſtoze backe all thoſe 
falle titles and honours which murder, periurp, and hoꝛri⸗ 
ble treaſon helpes him to put on, when by being trulp pul⸗ 
ted downe from the height of his falſe greatneſfe he ſhall be 
- «dnanced as a marke ok terrour to all traitours and trea- 
ſons, in the meane time, and at all times his name and mes 
11929 ſhall be held odious and infamous to God and all 
gend men, to whom humane ſaciety and vertne is had in 
veneration. 8 
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Not long after theliuing Pꝛinces obſequies were with 
all ſtate and honour ſolemnized in the perſon of anather; 
wha though he were of baſe birth , and obſcure parentage, 
and perhaps did neuer any act memozable in his life, was 
neuertheleſſe in his death honoured with a Pꝛinces funes 
rall, and buried in a Sepulchze of Emperoutss. 

But we muſt now returne where we left with Vans 
ſces bzother, Demetrius and the traitonr Glaſco, whomas 
ny dates befoze this counterfet obſequies had betraied and 
ſurpziſed the young Pzince Trahus , which in this manner 
was effected: early in the moꝛning a little befoze the bzeak⸗ 
ing of the day, they came within fight of the Caſtle, where 
hauing found within a mile thereof a fit place by reaſon of 
cerfaine copſes of wo, and other ſhzubbilh , to plant an 
Ambuſcado, Demetrius toke the adutntagethereof, lying 
there cloſe with his men to intrap the ꝛince vpon the way 
whileſt this Achitophel, this Iudas, that had befo2s betrat- 
ed his Lozd, ina moſt abhominable manner goes now alſo 
fo befray his kiſman , to whom befoze he had beene much 
obliged, but no benefite received, 92 pleaſure done can ſtay 
a treacherous heart bent to milchiefe » foz that it is altoge⸗ 
ther fransferred vnfo-theend it aimes at, and neither re- 
fpects the way it takes, no2 the courſe it holds, though ne⸗ 
ner ſo foule oꝛ indirect, he comes like ſlie Vliſſes, that ſtole 
Paladium gut of Troy, with a faire face, but a foule minde, 
a ſmoth countenance, but a rotten heart; knockes af the 
Calle gate, and is let in, he vnderſfands that the Pꝛince is 
aſl&pe, who God knowes little dꝛempt of the fatall night 
his kinſman the Emperour endured, no2 ofthis vnhappy 
day wherein hee himſelfe is to be betraied. Aow becauſe 
that Glaſco had told theſeruants of the houſe that his buſi⸗ 
nes was of ſuah impoꝛt, that he had itin charge giuen not to 
foꝛbeare his reſt, they waked the Pꝛinte befo2e his houre, 
who vnderſtanding of Glaſcoes comming was very glad, 
and ſent fo2 him into his bed chamber, ſo clere and true a 


minde hath innocence vpon the Anuile when treaſon and 
D 3 miſchiefe 
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miſchiele is in the Fozge. But this vilde traitour Glaſcs 
being entered the Chamber, he in verp humble maner ſa⸗ 
lutes the Pꝛince, and deliuers many ſuggeſted comple⸗ 
ments, together with theſe connterfeit letters from the 
Emperour, the Pzince with a ch&refull and vnſuſpected 
conntenance, giues him his hand, bids him welcome, de⸗ 
mands of the Peine his health, and the newes at Court, 
allis deliuered in faire manner and coloured oner with diſ⸗ 
ſembled wo2ds, the Pꝛince belenes all, and diſtruſteth no⸗ 
thing, receiues and reads the letter without ſuſpition, mas 
king himleife ready foz his iourny to Moſco: Thus whileſt 
the tongue and the heart ol truth are in one line paralel, the 
heart and tongue ot treaſon are as farre ſundered as the 
Poales; ſuch diſtantce there is from their artike woꝛds to the 
antartike purpoſes : the ꝛinte is ſone ready, kifſeth his 
faire Lady, making moze haũ then god ſped to goe on with 
this traitour to the Moſco; from whence he is neuer to re⸗ 
turne, no euer to behold his wife againe ; ſher wiepes at 
parting, as bedewing his hidden fate with her open teares, 
whether ot pꝛeſent lous, oꝛ foze fignifying ſozrow , they 
mount on hoꝛſe- backe, and with halte a dozin ofthe Pꝛin⸗ 
ces followers the poſt towards the Moſco, till they cams 
within the compaſſe of the Ambuſcado, that all this whils 

late as till as midnight, thelarum being giuen on the ſud⸗ 
den, they ſurpziſe him and detaine him pꝛiſoner, there could 

be no reſiſtacne, the Pꝛinte ſœing himſelfe thus vildly be⸗ 
traied, and by him alſo whom he eſpectally truſted, bouldly 

deſired to know the cauſe, and whether if was the Empe⸗ 
rours pleaſure that he ſhould be thus held in captiuitp, theꝝ 
anſwered him churliſhly, that he ſhould know the reſk at his 

comming to Moſco, and when he began in gwdly tearmes, 

as he was an excellent wel ſpoken man, to bew2ay his ins 
notenſe, they ſtaied not the end of his ſpech, but rudely put 

him kozward, at which the Pzince ſighed, but it boted 

not: All this was done within view of the Pꝛinces houſe,

taken their places, this Pzincly-pziſoneris bꝛought in be- 
loꝛe them who with a cþe&refall and vnaffrighted counte⸗ 
nance beholds them all. The allegations of treaſon obiected 
againſt him were, that by his pꝛocurement the laſt warre 
with the Tarrars was commenced that colt moze treaſure 
and blond:then the victozy was wozth, that by his ſollicita⸗ 
tion that vnhappy marriage with the Poliſh Pzinces was 
mediated and concluded, that the Poliſh Guard was by his 
meanes bꝛought in, by which, ſo many outrages were com⸗ 
mitted that they were dziuen to take the courſe they did foz 
their ſlaughter, in which the Emperoꝛ himlſelfe paſt an vn⸗ 
happy deſtiny, the guilt of whoſe death was laid vpon him 
as being the oziginall, though not the efficient cauſe theres 
of, that the bzinging in of tenthouſand Poles moze was by 
his connſell vrged, that the Pzinces treaſure was by his 
pꝛodigal pzofuſe of mony much waſted, that he had allswed 
the title of the Dukedome of Seuere, to the Crowne and 
_ Hingdomeof Poland, with other matters not ſo much as 
thought vpon, to all which, the Pzince anſwered ſo fully 
and ſo nobly as enery vnpartiall eare found his innocence ; 
hobobeit truth neuer fold her tale buf enup was either rea⸗ 
dy to wzong her by ſuggeſtion, oꝛ faliſhod by ſaboznation, 
foʒ vniuſt witnefſes were pzoduced againft him, by whoſe 
teſtimony this innocent Pzince was condemned. Vanſuſce 
thenriſing from his Thꝛone, began with a ſtudied and pꝛe⸗ 
meditated ſpeech after this maner, J cannot teil my louing 
Country- men in what tearmes, 92 with what wozds 
ſhall pꝛacesd in tudgement againſt this Noble man, late 
kinſman and niere Alley vnto our deare Soueraigne Lo2d 
the Emperour, fo2 when J thinke of the times paſt and 
compare them with the pꝛeſent, the thought and conſide⸗ 
ration thereofſo ſtrikes me with aſtoniſhment, my minde 
being dinerfly diſtracted betwirt my Countries care and 
this Noble-mans reſpect, that J ſtand deuided in my indg⸗ 
ment, the one pleading rigoꝛ, the other pitty, what A ſhall 
definatinly ſet downe in cenſure foz him oz againſt _ ; 
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ſteſt ginehim his due, who doth not ſozrow that ſo noble a 
Gentleman, ſo fully ſtaff with ſuch excellent parts of mind, 
of ſo admirable compoſure, and conſtitution of body in the 
pꝛime of his youth, and beauty in the pꝛide of his ſtate 
and pleaſares, in the ſolace and comfozt of his wife and 
childzen, his ouer⸗herdleſle actions, and oner-weeningcons 
ceit, his owne greatn in abuſing the Pzinces fauonr, 
thould now make him vikwo2thy of his life, by reaſon of the 
ſkates pꝛeſent condition: whereas otherwiſe his life ſhould 
haue bene moſt deſired. Fo2 mine owne part, J wonld J 
had nat liued at all, oz at leaſt, not till this time, wherein 
ſauing my cauntries care, and the eutire reſpect and affe- 
nion J bears to all yourliues and ſafeties, J am otherwiſg 
euen againſt the conſent of ny ſoule, ano my belt gentous, 
onfo2ft to pꝛonounte perempto2y ſentence of iudgement a- 
gainlt ſuch a man, to whom but of late I gaue place to in 

. honour. | 
Foz thus ſay my pꝛiuate thoughts to my common cares, 
where Nobility, greafneſſe, a Pꝛinces fauour, oz what ex- 
tellent parts 02 qualities ſoeuer, either of body oz mind, be 
in the ſame ſubiect that ewes them tranſferred vnto it ſelfe 
without reſpect of common god, to the which he owes a 
duty; he growes not onely an vnp2;ofitoble, but alſo a dans 
gerous member to that Common-w2:alth, and where from 
ſuch a mind there be acts committed, though burcriminail, 
and feares depending of greater conſequence in this caſe, it 

is moze then a politicke oz nationallLawe, it is Religions. 

Juffice, and the ſernice of our God, fo take away the life 

of ſuch greatnefſe, and make it the peoples ſacrifice : and 

therefoꝛe with your conſents, ſince things cannot other; 
wiſe ſtand, oz be eſtabliſhed, I giue him ouer to the rigour 

ol the Law, and the miniſters thereof. 

All this while this captiue Pꝛince although he ſaw how 
cloſely and indirectly enery thing was carried, and hab. 
heard during the time ok his impꝛiſonment, the ſuppoſed: 
death ofthe Emperour, the murther of the Poles, and ma⸗ 
uy of great place and office in the Pains, actions ſo bioudy; 


and 
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and ſo fatall that albeit be knew the wozld to be fullofmiſ- 
chiefe,and the pathes thereoftroden with vnſanctifyed feet, 
pet he thought there wanted that venemous matter in the 
minde of man to beget, bed, and bꝛing fozthſuch hideous 
and hozrez murders, he doth pet neuertheleſſe, neither in 
the conceit of theſe inhumane mallaters paſt, noꝛ in the iu⸗ 
durance ot his owne vnauoidable — pꝛeſent ſhew to⸗ 
kens ok any feare o2 affrightment, but with the fame couns 
tcnance hel bekoze in his pzoſperous eſtate, he now be⸗ 
held the tiranous autho2s, and blody acto2s of his tragedy. 
ſo nobly had the inwaid vertues of his minde framed and 
compoſed the outward actions and geſtures of his body ; 
And thus with woꝛds as bould, and as vndanted as his 
lokes, heſpake in this manner vnts them. 

J haue ſtrained withall my beſt within me to heare and 
beare patiently all your vnkind handlings, vniuſt pꝛeſum⸗ 
tions, furious Infozcements; pour malicious and mani⸗ 
fold appliments, foule wꝛeſtings, and impoſſible conſtru- 
tions, and all to make me ſeeme to be a member dangerous 
to the fate, to take away my life as a common enemy, 
which onely muſt be remoned to make (moth the wap ta 
your pzeſentends and intendments, fe2 this ca uſe was the 
true noble bloudofmy rovall Loꝛd and kinſman ſhed, to 
make vou grow vp in this falſe greatneſſe, J ſpeake to the 
Vanſuſce, whoſe inward ſaule knowes my innocence in all 
mp accalations, and that al this ſhew ofLaw is but a foam, 
a mere ingine, oꝛ deuite to ſet a gloſſe vpon pour hoꝛred 
murders paſt; and ta take away my life by a pretext of iu⸗ 
ſtice, which you perſue in mallice, haue J ſhowne my ſelfe 
dangerous to my Country, when in the laſt wars with the 
Tartars J ſo little regarded mine owne lite, that J ſpent 
molt of her bloud in that action, and returned victoꝛious as 
gainſt the eie and opinion of all that ſaw and knew the dan⸗ 
ger of that dap; did J wong my Country when with pour 
conſents and allowances J made that honourable contract 
with the Poliſh Pzinces ; was that the Treaſare J exhau⸗ 
Fed in that expedition: when mine owne pꝛiuats Coffers 

axe 
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are pet empty with that charge. Fo2 the Poliſh guard, it 
was rather my enfozced conſenf, then my voluntary conn- 
ſell, 02 appꝛouement, fo2 the title of the Dukedome with 
thereſt of the Articles, which J ſcoꝛne to repeate, the great 
God of my hope knowes me to be as free either in ad ion, oꝛ 
intention, as he knowes the Vanſuſce to be guilty of theſe 
hozrid treaſons; J doe not plead mine innocence to/auemp 
life, fo2 thatis fozedomed by an vnchanged decree, but on- 
ly to eaſe my heart of an onerburdening wait ef griefe 
which pour baſe w2ongs , and falſe wouen iniuties haue 
contracted there, (and it, is one comfozt pet that J am ſuffes 
red to ſpeake, J doe not raile either againſt thy tyʒannp, oz 
the malenolence of my ſtarres, there is no man greater then 
his deſtinp, neither haue J ſet the gard of vertue ſo weakly 


within me, againſt the ſpight of Foꝛtune, oz pour malice, 


but that my ſpirit and reſolution can ſuffer, either in thy ins 
humaine cruelty Van ſuſce, oz thy vnnatural treachery vild 
Glaſco, oꝛ all your hates pou vnkind Muſcouites, oz what 
elſe is pꝛecisus vnto mee, as the loſſe of Wife and childgen, 
depzination of lands and honours; oz toʒment, oz death, oꝛ 
whatſoener can happen in hamanity : All theſe oz what 
elſeisin the power ol enup, hate, malice, 92 tiranouſe ops 
pꝛeſſion is beneath me. Life is not my Paramour, A ſtand 
not inamourad of her pleaſures, the wozld hath to me adul⸗ 
ferated his faire pzofeltationsof loge and reſpect, with the 
fouls p2offetucions of the times miſchit fe, J haue ſene an 
end of my foztunes, and haue ſet an end fo all my deſires, 
all the ambition that is left in me is the hope full emopment 
of a far moe gloztous kingdome, thether doth my ſoule aſs 
pire, and thither ſhall my ſpirit mount befoze your time 
p2efirt, if there be any therefoꝛe in this aſſembly that either 
is at this time, oz{hall happen hereafter to tome into the 
like danger, and would know how to mocke Vanſuſces ty- 
rannp, let him learne it thus by my example: And with 
that woꝛd hauing clofly dꝛawne aſhozt dagger hid ok pur⸗ 
poſe fo2 this houre, he ſtabbed himſelfe to the heart, an act 


though in it ſelte ſceming deſperate and full af hoꝛror, pet in 
ET 3 circumſtance 
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circumſtance and tonſiderate reſyecs fruly noble and ful of 
honour that would not ſaffer his oppoſife and moꝛtall ene⸗ 
meies to triumph ouer his vertues and the frædome ofhis 
ſpiꝛit in his end. 

The ſudden and voluntary death ol this Noble man put 
them all into amaſement, and ſome there were pꝛeſent and 
thoſe not of the meaner ſoꝛt, did fo2 the time ſo inwardly 
ſcarow foz the hard diſaſter of the Peince his innocencs 
and iniuries that they made onfward manifeſtation theres 
of by there teares, which Vanſuſce perceiuing, and in 
their generall ſilence a generall ſadneſſe, that from thence 
his Plots and P2oiects , might be mo2ze narrowly loked 
into with confiderate eies, began to loke about and to 
gather his wits together to dzaw this inward creeping ſuſ- 
pition from the heart of the Muſcocite, vpen whoſeloue 
and opinion did pzincipally depend the hope and meanes of 
his pꝛottedings, he therefoze ſpake againe vnto them ſo 
fully foz the times condition, ſo colourable againſt the 
guilty life,and rath death of the Pzince, and ſo carefully foz 
the ſecurity of the ſkate, together with all their ſaſties, that 
he (one turned the gentle currant of their paſſionate ſo2, 
rawes into the vaſt Ocean of their wonted rage, crying out 
againt$ the houſe of Demetrius his name and family, and 
in this new humour, like the flattering Jewes to Herod 
after his Oꝛation to the people, they falſly guild his woꝛds 
with an Angels eloquencs, crying out after their wonted 
manner, Vanſuſce, God ſane Vanſuſce, ſuch a turning 
Phane is the peoples bꝛeath, with theſe much loked foz ac⸗ 
tlamations the Court was pꝛeſently diffalued , the dead 
body of the P2ince carried backe to P2iſon , from whence 
the next day, it was bzonght foꝛth againe and pozely burts 
ad, making the woꝛld to ſtand at amaſement, that the earth 
which neuer failes ol meanes in aboundance fo2 a P2inces 
lile ſhould now faile in neceſſaries foz his interre - ment.

But befo2e we ſef the Crowne on this vſarpers head, 
frhileft the pꝛeparations be now in framing foꝛ his Coꝛo⸗ 
nation, wie will loke a little backe info the wꝛetched ſtate, 
and miſerable condition of this vntimety Middowed Las 
dy, wife to the late noble Pzince Tragus, and his two 
ſonnes, both ſa poung that they were not capable of their 
calamity : To wzite of this Ladies feares , and hir pꝛo⸗ 
found ſoꝛrowes, were but like a Painter to counferfeif 
by art the teares ot Lucreſſe fo2 her enfroſt wzong done to 

Collatyne, o the frus bꝛed woes of Porcia foz her dero 
od Brutus, to ſghew eutwardly the pzeſenfation of ſuch 
tragiks ſpectacles, and ſo fo frede the phantaſie with ima⸗ 
ginary griefe , in which nenertſteleſſe their is neither life, 
noꝛ ſenſe ot reall ſozrow. 

M leaue therfa2e theſe feares with her that was the true 
owner of them, who — allo loauing the wozld =

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the pleaſures thereof encloſed hirſelfe in a religious houſe, 
where with long faſting, and depe melancholy, ſpending 
hei daics alone in the ererciſe of ſozrow , in ſhoꝛt time ſhe 
eudcd her life, leauing behind her a notable example of loue 
and conſtancy : his two ſonnes are pet lining, but detained 
as pꝛiſoners by Vanſuſce, howbett happily reſerued to bet⸗ 
ter fo2tunes. | 
Pow is Vanſuſce arriuedaf that Yauenhe along time 
did bend his courſe vato, euen through a Dea of blond, 
wherencuerthelefſe he ſhall not finde that ſafty that he ex- 
pets, foꝛ dangerous is the State that is obtained by bloud. 
and treaſon , as the ſcquell ſhall declare, the @mperiall 
Crowne'of Ruſhia beingnow ſet vpon his head, there fell 
milchiefes thicke, and as the thing euill gotfen is ſeldome, 
oz neuer well kept, thozow all the time of his vſurped 
raigne there neuer ceaſed bloudy war and flaughter, no not 
in his owne deſtruction and captiuity foz he had ſcarſe time 
to finiſh the ſtate and ſolemnity of his Tozonation , befo2e 
he heard newes of the great pꝛeparations in Poland, both 
to reueng the treaſonable wzongs done to the Emperour 
and alſo the murder of the Poles, oz rather which is moſt 
like, Sigiſmond the Ring of Poland making theſe but to- 
lo urable pꝛetenſes foz Higher deſſignes of another nature, 
both to recouer the Duke dome al Seveare, to the which hes 
thallenged a title, and further, as the ſucceſle ſhould follow 
to inuade the whole Empire of Ruſhia, and to kepeit foz 
himſelfe, to make another entry that way into the Kings 
dome of Swethland, ſuch a paſſage had this ciuill diſcention 
made, euon fog the auerthꝛow of the whole (fate , but wee 
mult now returne to the lawfull Emperour Demetrius, 
who being by the happy foztane of his birth a P2ince, was 
now by the malignant power of his fate a fugitine , fo2 has 
uing about ſome few ofhis friends that followed him in all 
foꝛtunes, hee gaue them in charge to loks carefully to the 
keeping of that Dukedome, it being il a receptacle foz 
them in the wozlt of danger while he with his vuhappy La- 
dy in great danger and range diiguiſe together withbis 
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truſty ſeruant paſt from Colloge, and after a long and wea⸗ 
xy iourny at laſt toke the Riuer of Ipre, and with ſafty res 
couered the Territozies of the Poliſh ingdome. 
Sigiſmond hauing notice of thetrcomming, ſendeth his 
ſafeconduct, together with directions fo2 their entertains 
ment, but not in the (fate and ſumptuous manner as be⸗ 
foze, foꝛ in a change of foztune we finde a change of friend⸗ 
chip and account, being neuerthelefſe come to Court, they 
were honorably welcomed, and comfoꝛted after their many 
endured miſeries, where they reſted themſelues awhile til! 
the pꝛeparations foz Ruſhia were made ready, it being an 
Army of fourty thouſand ſouldiers. Mith this new raiſed 
power, Demetrius raiſeth new hopes, both to recouer and 
to reuenge, which fell not out accoꝛding to his deſire, man 
purpoſeth but God diſpoleth, 

Now Vanſuſce hearing sf this great pꝛeparation in Po- 
land, foztifies the Citty of Moſco, andother places of im⸗ 
poꝛt, gathering ſouldiers from all parts to ſtrengthen his 
faction, bearing the Muſcouite in hand that it was the po⸗ 
licy.of the Poliſh Ring to haue entertained ſome ſtragling 
runnagate to take vpon him the name and ſkate of Deme- 
trius, only to countenance this inuaſton; ſtaying by this 
ſuggeſtion the vncertaine minde of the Muſcouite , that os 
therwiſehe knew woald be dinerſly carried. But Demetri- 
us being now in all things furniſhed foz the trantpoling of 
this great Army into Ruſhia, takes his leaue of the Ring 
and Qutene and other ok his friends in Poland, but aboue 
all, of his deare beloued Empꝛeſle, whom his vnhappyeies 
ſhall neuer behold againe; to ſhew her ſozrob in his depar⸗ 
ture, were to ſtay vs in the purſuite of this great war that 
muſt be pzofecuted with all ſped andcraelty , Demetrius 
therefozewith many long marches,atlaſt had paſt the fron- 
tires of the Poliſh Kingdom, he no ſoner had ſet foting vp⸗ 
on the Territozies of his owne Empire but the miſeries of 
ths war began, and that Conntry that befoze flouriſhed 
with along countinued peace, and was growne excaving 


rich both in their awne abundance , and a pꝛoſperous com⸗ 
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merte with others, began now fo be ſpoiled and harried ol 
hir plenty ; fire and ſw92d being the executiones: the Pole 
fpoiled and killed in all places in reuenge of the Paſſacre 
done in the Moſco, ſparing neither ſoꝛt, noꝛ ſex.in ang ſtate 
o2 age, whom they met wit hall, neuertheleſte the moſt of 
them had befoze fled info Titties, Caſtles, Mods and gs 
ther defenſible places. 4 

Thus miſchiete hauing ſet fofingin Ruſhia, it did in a 
ſhozt time take ſuch roting, that in a long time after ſhe 
was not ſupplanted, Demetrius either giuing conſent there 
fo, oz elſe wanting power in himſelfe tocurbe her, howbett 
he made as much ſpede as he could to Moſco , either to 
make the ſpoile of his Country lefſeby his haſty marches, 
oz otherwiſe burning in deſire fo be reuengedon that place 
where he had receiued ſuch wꝛong aud outrage. Being af 
laſt come to Moſco , he beleagers the Citty, but indes au 
vnexpected reũſtance, it beingſo ſtrengthened with men 
and munition that it was wel-nere vnpꝛegnable, all pla- 
of ſtrength and impoꝛt a bout the Citty were in ſhozt time 
ſubdewed and giuen fo the Pole, hs executes all manner 
ofcruclty : Demetrius lates wait in all places to cut off all 
ſuccour that ſhould be bꝛought into the Citty, fo that the 
Muſcouite in ſhoꝛt time endured great want and miſery, 
to wꝛight all the particulars of this ſiege, that continued 
fo2 the ſpate ot two vers, would aſke a whole volume by it 
ſelfe; J will onely touch the moſt ſpectall occurrants, ac- 
cozding fo my belk intelligence that happened in that 
time. 

Vanſuſce bnderſtanding the miſertes that the Country 
people indured by the cruelty of the Poles, and fearing all 
great miſeries in the Citfy , iffhs ſiege endured, ſent ſper- 
dily and ſecretly hits Curſitours to Charles Ring of Sweath. 
land, ham he knew to bemozfallenemy to Sigiſmond 
King ok Poland, demanding vpon certaiue condicions his 
aid to remoue the Teagure. King Charles hauing at that 
time an Army of French, Engliſh, and Dcottilh, in pay foz 
any occaſion offergd from Sigiſmond, but vnderſtanding at 


that 
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that time all his pꝛeparations were diſpoſed of in Ruſhia, 
aͤnd knowing alſo that if the Pole ſet ſotingtheir he ſhould 
find him moꝛe dangerous there then in his owne Country, 
yes eaſily to Vanſuſces demand, imploping the fozces of 
thoſe rangers which he had ſtrengthened with many com⸗ 
panties of Swethens, fo the full number of twelue thouſand 
vnder the conduct and generall command of one Pontus de 
la Guard, aFrench Captaine, a man of mozefame then 
wozth among them. |

raiſing in Swethland fez theſe deſignes in Ruſha, Demetri- 

us with his Army lying fill befoze the City of Moſco, that 
bzaue Spirit of England, Six Robert Sherley,came as Ems 
baſſado2 to Demetrius frem the Sophie of Perſia, demand⸗ 
ing his alde in the generall hoſtility to be made by chaiſtian 
painces againſt the common enemy the Turke, where 
hes found that entertainement * thoſe tumultuous 

times 
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limes in warrelike leager could affoꝛd, but fo2 the matter 
of his Embalſie, the pꝛeſent troubles cut off the meanes of 
any pꝛeſent aid, ſo that after his ſtaꝝ there ſome few daies, 
haning receiued many honourable giftes and pzeſents hee 
departed, onely furniſhed with hopes and faire pꝛomiſes, 
howbeit his comming thither put the Muſcouite into moꝛe 
then a pꝛeſumption, that it was the true Demetrius that 
bleagerd their Citty, and that the repoꝛt ol his death was 
but a fained matter, inſomuch that in moſt plates, eſpeci⸗ 
ally in the Moſco, they beganne fo murmare, whiſpering 
one fo aa other, that God had fo2ſaken the guidance of 
them and their Cittp, and had giuen them ouer into the 
hands of ſtrangers and others foz their diſlopaltp, thep 
ſaide betwene themſelues , that it could not be that the 
Bing of Poland, other Pzinces, and many noble men of 
Roſſia in the leager could be ſo long deceiued with a couns 
terfet Emperour, but either his countenance, tehauiour,. 
ſpeech oꝛ ſom ones repoꝛt 02 other would betraꝝ him. They 
compared the times pꝛeſent with the times paſt, and found 
that the Errours and Indiſcretions of a yong Paince,, be- 
ing their naturall Lozd, were moze eafie to endure than 
the milder gouernement ofan Uſarper ,' foz that the abuſe 
and inſtabilitie of his eſtate had dzawne infinite daungers 
and miſeries by a contrary faction, which they now endus 
redin no meane degree, and were like hereafter to ſaffer 
in the greateſt extreames theſe murmurings and pꝛiuie 
whiſperings being bꝛought to Vanſuſces care, he beganne 
ts loke about, and to pꝛeuent᷑ all occafions that might be 
offered ſoꝛ the raiſing of a faction withia the Citty , her 
therefoze ſought to paciflie the Muſcouites in the belt man⸗ 
ner he could, and withall ſentcolourably (vnder ſafe con⸗ 
duct) certaine Gentlemen his friends to the Emperour in 
the Leager, that ik he wers the tight Demetrius his true 
and lawſull Paince, he ſhould he m it in a naturall loue 
and care vnto his Countrep, and not ſafferhim to be thus 


dalle 1 the blaun of his — by the Poles e 
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and ko his owne part, it he found that it were ſo, he would 


not onely ſurrender vp vnto him, the Title and gouerne- 
ment that he now held, together with the Citty and other 
plates in his command, but alſo in all ſubmiſſion ackriow- 
ledge and ſerue him in all faithfulnefſe and duety as his na⸗ 
turall liege Load, her farther in ſtructed them to ercuſe him 


in the plottes and courſes that he had taken, and to blame 


but reſpectiuely his ſufferance in the abuſes of the Poles, 
that had dꝛawne on the hatred and indignation of the Muſ- 
couite, ſo farre as being gathered to a head, and bzetking 
fozth into action, it pꝛoned as a raging Toꝛrent oz violent 
Inundation that no wapes could be ffopped : h& willey 
them further to deſcend info particularities, and fo touch 
ths ſeuerall factions on his part, that it ſfodehim vpon ts 
take the adnanfage of his friends ofters, and the oppoꝛtu⸗ 
nity ofeaery reuolk, to the end that the bead of all, which 
was himſelfe , might be the ſarer garded, and this (ha 
ſaid) ha learned of Nature and Neceſſitie , that teacheth 


euery creature to defend her ſelfe, and that albeit he could 


a lig time endure the ſiege, and that her knew alſo the 
Fbztes were ready in Swerhland to attempt the Leager, hs 
would yet neuertheleſle giue ouer theſe new hopes and de⸗ 
ſignes fo2 warre , and with all his bet, endenour fo cons 
clude a peace, pꝛoteſting with this concluſton,that ifby his 
maieſties fauoꝛ hee might entoy thoſe lands, honoꝛs, and 
offices,to the which partlyhe was bozne, partly he enioped 
by the deceaſed Emperours gift, and his owne admiſlion, 
no Pꝛince in the woꝛld ſhould finde a moze loyall ſubiect 62 
moꝛe faithfult Gentleman than himſelfe, Demetrius albes 
it he ſuſpected a Padde in this ffraw ,. did nenertheletfe 
either ſimply o2 tolourably put them in hope of a Parle, 
and fo2 a time held a teſſation, viſchargingthe Pelſengers 
with faite woꝛds and countenance,, who at their returns 
into the Citty, gaue ont that this was not the trus De- 
mietrius,, hut acounterfetby Vanſuſces inſtructions, and 
that it they held out but a few dayes tif the comming Ifthe 
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Swethen Army, the Leager would eaſilp be remoned, 
Vanſulce alſs beſtirres himſelfe to ſtirre vp the Muſco- 
uice to endure the ſiege vntil the comming ofKing Charles 
his fo2ces : In the meane time Demetrius had vnderſtan⸗ 
ding ſecret!y of ſome cauſes of diſcontent ginen from Van- 
ſuſce to the traptour Glaſco , both in the bar res to his ex⸗ 
pected recompence, and alſo in the change of Vanſuſces 
_ fauourandcountenance , fo2it is commonly ſo with Uſar- 
pers, when their turnes are ſerued by ſuch Miniſters, 
whohautng made all the bſe of them they can, they con- 
uert their ſeruices done, into iniuries, eſpecially where 
there is an expecationof rewarde aboue merit, foz bene⸗ 
fites with tyꝛants are ot no longer pleaſure, than they can 
with eaſe reſtoze them, that once tranſcended, they adyp 
not how to reward, but to kill: foz Glaſco ſappoled that 
his ſeruices to Vanſuſce were of ſuch wozth and greatnes, 
that halfe the Empire had bene ſcarſe his recompence. De- 
metrius therefoze ſtriuing to woꝛke vppon this his diſcan⸗ 
tent, and that by him ſome meanes might be wzoughtfo2 
the ſurpꝛiſe ot the Citty , ſent ſecretly his Lecters-yyto 
Glaſco, wherein after hee had touched (but in gente 
lermes) his dillopalty, he willed him ts conſider that 
there was no way foz hun forecouer the loue and opinion 
both of God and mau, bat to vatreade againe thoſe ſtep⸗ 
pings ol treaſon, which fram a coꝛtupt minde his guiltie 
ſete had befaze trodden, p2omiltng him the woꝛd of a 
Pꝛince, that ifhe would fiadmeanes foz bim to enter the 
Titty, hee would not onely pardon what was paſt, but re⸗ 
ſfozehim againe info his wonted place and fauonr . Theſe 
Letters being intercepted, mere bought to Vapſuſce, 
who pꝛeſently cauſed this traptour to be committed to pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, where bauing à lang tims endured much miſerie, her 
was at laſt arraigned and condemned, and finally, were 
he fault p, were het kaultleſſe, her was executed in the Moſ⸗ 
co, afitdeathfo2 ſuch a life. Thy 6 mere iwany a others of 
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I would not mention their actions, but this J deliuer 
from repoꝛt, that none of then all die d their naturall death, 
onely one crcepted , that pet liues ina pelting Uillage in 
Ruſcia, pee, wwzetched, miſerable and bated of all the 
world. 


CH AP. 10. 
King Charles of Swethland ſendeth an army of twelue thou- 


ſand Souldiers into Raſcia, vnder the command of Pen- 
ts dela Garda French Coronell, the Raſciant ioyne with 
them and remoouethe Leaget: the Emperour Demetri- 
15 flees againe into the Dukedome of Colloge. 


mented by the comming of this Armie 
compounded of ſo many Nations , En- 
glich. French, and Scots. Foz though 
they came as a friend, and foz their aide, 
yet. who can ſfay an Armie from ſpoils 
and rapine, which the bnhappy Ruſcian 
found true in the pirinite of this bloudy warre, not onely 
in their godes and cattelles, but euen in their wines and 
daughters, which in all places were made a pꝛoſtituted 
pꝛey ta the luſtfull appetite of the Souldiers . It was as 
bout the beginning of Dummer, that this Army of King 
Charles deſcended into Ruſcia, under the commaund of 
the afozenamed French Coꝛonell Pontus de la Gard, who 
with all ſperde marched with this Armie to the Cittie of 
Moſco, encamping in the moſt.commodtous place they 
couldfind neare to the Poliſh Leager, Demetrius wagſbe - 
foze aduiſed foremone,by them who foꝛe · iudged the pzorfe 
of that which the ſequel manifeſted, fozeſ@ing that it would 
be a hard matter fozDemerrivs to reſiſt both the Fozces of 
the Moſco, and this new raiſed power ,, foz being much 


wearied with a long ſiege, being now alſo with this freſh 
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Armie, tn a manner beleagerd themſelues, they ſone 
found the want of vicaalles and other neceſſaries, which 
in a ſho2t time bzought them to great miſerie, and to ins 
creaſe the Swethen Armp, Demetrius thebzother of Van- 
ſuſce aduaunceth himſelſe fozward with twentie thouſand 
Ruſsians, to ioyne with the Swethen foꝛces. Now are all 
places foꝛeſtalled that might bꝛing in ſuccours to the Po- 
liſh Leager. The Emperour Demetrius was now in greas 
ter miſerie than euer beſoꝛe: foz beſides the wants which 
he endured, the Poales themſelues beganne to murmure 
and muten againſt him, inſomuch as he was often times 
enfozced to heare many contumeltous wo2ds and repꝛoa⸗ 
ches pꝛonounced againſt him, that he was an vnhappie 
2ince , bozne to a diſaſtrous foztune, and not onelie foz 
himſelfe, but alſo fo2 ſuch as ſhould take part with him. 
The Councells that were daily held were continually 
diuided, ſome aduiſe ta make their way thozow the Swe- 
then Armie others to continue the Leager, the moſt fo 
parlee, thelaſt was the wozff that Demetrius liked, knows 
ing well that there would be no compoſition made with 
out his deliuerp, either alive oʒ dead into the hands of Van- 
ſuſce, Which though the Poales knew it was foz their bell 
ſafety ſo to do, yet they did abhozre it as an execrable died, 
to betray a Pzince whom they had vndertaken to pꝛotect, 
and to peelde him to his enemies hands whom they had vos 
wed fo defend. To continue the Leager, was without all 
poſſibilitte of effecting, victualles growing ſo ſcarce in the 
Campe, that all pꝛouiſſon was deuoured ſo farre as they 
wereenfo2ced to eate their hoꝛſes; and from this ſcarcitie 
followed a great mozfallitie . The Poale being ſo ffraitly 
ingirt, that they wanted ground fo bury the dead, the vn⸗ 
happy Pzincs ſits along in his tent, all deſolate and diſs 
maped, wanting both courage and councell in theſe ex- 
freames; in the Campe he fes his dignitie decreaſed, and 
his commaund not reſpected; in his Tent he feares murs 
der, in his Cuppe poyſon : and though the cauſes 4 — 
| eures 
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feares were falſe, there being no ſuch intendments, petto 
a troubled minde ouerwhelmed with ſozrow , oppꝛeſſed 
with care, diſtracted with opinion what comfozt o2 conceit 
can aſſure, bis friends being a few noble men of Ruſsia 
that were about him, comfozt him and councell him, that 
he would aduenfure with thoſe companies of Ruſsians ho 
had pet in his commaund, which were faithfull to him in 
all foztunes, being nenertheleſſe not aboue the number of 
a thouſand men, make an attempt in the dead of the 
night fo2 their eſcape , euen thꝛough the Swethen Armie, 
the neceſſitie of the time and place fay they vꝛge vou to this 
dangerous reſolution o2 to die, there being no third way 
foꝛ you to take: you ſhall not nde to feare our loyalties, 
becauſe our owne liues lies in the ſame hazard, and if wee 
line oz die. it ſhall be ourglozies, that we haus either frees 
8d you from this danger, oz that we haue communicated 
ourſernice fo the foztunes of our Pztnce, Foz the attempt 
it ſelfe , it may happily not pꝛaue ſo full of perill as it aps 
peares to be, fo2 that the darkeneſſe ot the night, theſud- 
denneſſe of the action, and the aduantage of the place, 
wherein we are quarterd , being bat againff the ſgirtes of 
the Swethen Armie , may happily make gur way with 
moze ſafety , and leſſe loſſe than vou imagine, howſoener 
if falles-out;, the greateſt danger dwells here, where to 
remaine, there is nothing moze certaine than certaine de⸗ 
ſtruction. Theſe wozds, together with the deſperate cons 
dition of their eſtates, made him ſusdenlp ko appzehend 
the plot, and to entertaine with courage the reſolution of 
this attempt, which was done ſo cloſcly and fo ſecretly, as 
it was not difcouered till the larum was giuen: this was 
'about the none of the dap, all the after none was ſpent in 
eouncell ,. and in giuing directions, which alſo was done 
fa couertly , as the Poales themfelues doubted nothing 
lefſe than that: which was intended. Now is the houre 
tome wherein Demetrius muſt paſſeas great o2 a greater 


danger (by all opinion) than that of the Caſtle — — 
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but withleſſe feare oz ſozrow : fo2 his vnhappy foztanes 
had now ſo inured him to ſuch viſaſtrons accidents, that 
his mind ſeemed to be ſuted to his miſerte, all things theres 
foze being ready, they beginne to diſlodge, the larum was 
firſt ginen in the Swethen Armie , and was ſo ſuddenly ans 
ſwered in all places, that if bꝛed a hoꝛrible confaſton , the 
Poales feared aſurpzize from the Swerhen Army, the Swe- 
then from the Poales . When they came info the Empe⸗ 
rours Lent, not finding either his Guard oz himſelfe, they 
cried out, that he had befrayed them. Pontus de la Gard 
dꝛawes the beſt of his Fozxces to the head of his Campe, 
and there attends all attempts, while the Cmperoz with 
the loſſe of a few men had paſſed the danger, the darkenes 
- ofthe night being a great help vnto him, his guides befo2e 
bay had bꝛought him aut ok all feare from any followers, 
howbeit many of the Poalcs followed after, and pelved 
themſelnes afterward to him in Colloge. 

All this time both the Campes ſtode fill withont anie 
attempt on either ſide. The Citty alſo not knewing the 
matter were ſone in Armes, howbeit kept themſelues 
within the walles, in the mozning the Poales found the 
plot, and being dziuen egery way to obey neceſſitie, they 
required Capitulations of truce with Vanſuſce, which was 
granted, the Articles dzawne, the compoſition made, the 
Poles diflodgd,and with colours diſplayd,they went, ſome 
infs other parts of Ruſsia, turning Coſſakes, and lining 
bpon ſpople, ſome backe into Poland, who hauing rela⸗ 
ted to their King the manner of Demetrius flight, and by 
it their owne enfozcements, be renounced fo2 euer his 
friendſhip and alliance, pꝛoteſting from thencelwꝛth neuer 
to aide him either with men oz money. But though he 
ſ@med to be diſcontent, hee was neuertheicfe inwardly 
glad that ſuch occaſion was p2offered , inhisowne behalfe 
to reuenge and recouer the loſſe hee had ſaffained , and vn⸗ 
der this colour , together with the bzoken Title ha had to 
the Dukedome of Seucan, to inuads the whole * of 
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Ruſsia, and fokepe it fo2 himſelfe , which ſhoztly after hes 
in perſon did, as yon ſhall heare. And thus was the Po- a 
liſh Leager all this time remoued.

CH AP. 11. 


Kneſeuanſuſce continues ſtill bis vſurped authoritie. Si- 
gi/mond King of Poland deſcends into Ruſria with an ar- 
my ofa hundred rhouſand men: he beſeegeth Smalenſco, 
and the great Citty of Aeſco. The Emperour Demetri- 
w makes another attempt, but is driuen backe into the 


Dukedome of { ollogue.

Is | Now were there daily feaſtings and tris. 
5 2 umphs in the Cittp, and all dedicated to 
[/ & Vanſuſces foztunes,Dzations made dai⸗ 
ly in the publique Mall to the people of e⸗ 
fernall pꝛaiſeand immoꝛtall thankes fo 
Vanſuſces gre atneſſe, enen aboue the ffraine of Catterie, 
attributing the ſafetie and pzeſernationof their liues and 
godes to his wiſedome and pꝛouidence, together with ths - 
generall god of the whole Land, reduced by him from a 
manifelk danger of vtter deſtrudion, the benefit of whoſs 
peace ( ſay they ) and happy fate next vnder God, wee 
derine from his Amperiall PaieTiein his naturall andpo⸗ 
litique body, the one ſo abſolute in bloud and qualitie, ths 
other ſo excellent in State andCouncell, that as he giues 
place ts no Pꝛʒince liuing foz Stile and Territozie, reachs 
ing from the RinerofIpre, fo the Caſpian Sea, in Fame 
and Glozis they all gine place to him; and it is the vniners 
ſail Joy ofthe whole Empire, that to a Pzince voluptuous 
and full of defects, as was Demetrius, there hath ſucces 
dedaPzinec of ſuch high mozth * eſtimation. They alſo 
gaue 
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gaue great pzaiſes and giftes to the French, Englich and 
Scottiſh foz their paines taken, and valours ſhewne , in 
their defence, till retapning them in the Moſco foz their 
garriſon . But though the Citty was foz a time thus deli⸗ 
uered, and in quiet, the Poles that remained ſtill in the 
Tountrep, hauing taken many Caſtles, and ſtrengthe⸗ 
ned themſelues in many places, commit all manner of vas 
ſpeakeable cruelty and villany on the poze people, who can 
call nothing they haue their owne, neither wines, chil⸗ 
dzen,no2 godes, but are all made a pꝛoſtituted pꝛey to the 
Poles luſt and rapine ; in their houſes, ſwoꝛd and fire de⸗ 
ffropeth them, in the wods, hunger and colde deuonreth 
them. Thus the poze Ruſsians in many parts ofthe coun⸗ 
txep doe miſerably ſœle 92 endure, eyther aline oz dead, the 
bondage of the Poles tyzanny., Vet theſe afflictions and 
calamities pꝛeſent, are but as a ſufferable paine oz diſeaſe, 
inflicting one part 82 limbe, in reſpe& of the vninerſall 
miſchiefe following, that toʒmented and almoſt deſtroyed 
the whole bodie of the Empire. Foz by this time Sigiſ- 
mond King of Poland raiſeth a mighty Army , compoun⸗ 
ded of many Nations , as Tartars, Leiflanders, Coerlan- 
ders, together with ſome Companies of Engliſh, Scottiſh 
and Dutch, and many numbers of Coſſakes, which bes 
people dzawne from all partes, following onely fo2 ſpople 

and pꝛey. | 

Vanſuſce hearing of theſe great pzeparations in Poland, 
fo:tifics the Moico and other places ofimpoztin the Em⸗ 
pire, but eſpeotally the Citty of Smalenſco, wheresfone 
Knelacoba Noble man of great power and vertus, was 
Dake and Gouernour, Howbeit at that time, fo2 ſome 
reaſons, he committed the gonernement and defence of 
that Cifty to an other whoſe name J could not learne. 
Thus all things being in a readinefle, both with the Pole 
foz inuaſion, and the Ruſsian fo2reſifance, Sigiſmond 
aduaunceth fozward with his Army, conſifting of a hun⸗ 
dzed thouſand fighting men. This was about o_ 
males 
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malle in ths yeare 1609. foz he ſkayed of purpoſe till their 
- Yarueff was ended foz the reliefe of his Armte. Being 

deſcended into Ruſsia, he came with his whole fozces be⸗ 
ſoze the Citty of Smalenſco , one Chollcoſce a noble ſouls 
dier that had done many hongnrable ſeruices againſt the 
Turke, being his Lieutenant generall. 

Now had Vanſuſce (which J ſhould haue remembꝛed 
befoze) ſentto Ring Charles of Swethland foz moze ayde, 
who pꝛeſently diſpatched his Peſlengers to France, Eng. 
land, and the lame Countries fo2 men. There were taken 
bp in England of Aoluntaries, Cngliſh,and Scottiſh, two 
thouſand under the commaund of Capfaine Caluine a 
Scottiſhman, lieutenant Cozonel to my Lozd of Worm- 
ſton, and of Captaine Coborne a valiant Souldier Coꝛzo⸗ 
nell ofthe hoꝛſe. There were alſo ſent at that time out of 
France, and the low Countries, to the number of one 
thouſand moze, the French vader the commaund of Mon- 
_fleurla Vile a Captaine ofnameand wozth among them, 
the Dutch bnder the commannd of Cozonell Doue : the 
Englich and Scottiſh Fozces arriued in Swethland about 
the latter end of Maie, ſome in the Nulies, ſome at Stock- 
holland, and ſome in other places, as the vncertaintie of 
winde and weather dꝛaue them. But being all at leugth 
met at Stockhollam, entertained, muſtered, and ſwozns 
vnto King Charles, our Fozces, together with the French 
and Dutch, which by this time were all mette, fayev 
there the moſt part of the Dummer, vntill the latter end 
of Auguſt, in which time the King had made his pꝛepara⸗ 
tions ready foz his Intendments towardes Ruſsia. A- 


bout the beginning of September theſe Fozces toke ſhips . 


ping loꝛ Ruſsia, but by contrary windes were dꝛiuen vpon 
Fynland, where becauſe the Commaunders had no dire⸗ 
ſtions to land their men, the fro ouertaking them, and 
vicualls failing abwzde , our pesple vnaccuſtomed to ſo 
coldzaclimate, dyed in great numbers, fo2 want of fode, 
and abundance of colde, inſomuch being not wm to 
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indure the extremitie , they landed their Foꝛces by dire&is 


ons tom the Gouernour of Abo, a fowne ſcituate vppon 


the Dea: from thence to march to the Cittie of Wybor- 
rough, being diſtant from the place of landing the ſcozo 
and tenne leagues, in which march they lott by the extre⸗ 
titty orte colde, many of their men by the wap, and ma- 
ny were left bchinde ſicke, that neuertheleſſe did after- 
ward recouer the Army. At the laſt being come to the Cit⸗ 


tie of Wyborrough tn Fynnland, our Troupes rel&ued 


— alter this long weary march, and being kind- 


Ip entertained ofthe Bourgers, kept their Chꝛiſtmaſſe in 


the citie , and reſted there koꝛ the ſpace of fouretetne dayes, 
wanting no neccT1ries that their pzeſent caſe required. 
After this time expired, our Troupes marched thzee daies 
tourvey to the Sea five , that Sea being narrow in that 
place, parting Fynland and Ruſsia : here they marched 
eight !leagnes vppon the Ice, and hauing once ſet fot- 
ing in Ruſsia, the people of the Countrey being vnacs 
quainted of theircomming, fozſoke theirhonſes , fleing 
into the wods and other vnknowne places, foz the miſe⸗ 
rie of the warre was ſo great by the outrages of the Douls 
diers , that they found canſs to diſtruſt al“, aſwel thoſs 
that came to defend them, as ſuch as came to veſtrop them. 
Pet our freupes committed no other ſpoile in their march, 
but onely in their pꝛou ficn fo bictualls, which in all plas 
ces they found in abouudance, our Troupes marched in 
ſmall iourneis the foure moneths following, Januaric, 
Febzuarte, March and Apaill, vnder the guide and conduct 
or one Burtiſſe a Noble man ofthe Countrey , appoynted 
by Vanſuſce fe2 that buſineſſe; in which march they kree⸗ 
ed thoſe partes of the Countrey , which the Pole befoze 
was poſiciled of, as the firft,a towre of impozt called Scal- 
laruſſe, which the Pole fogſ@ke vppon their comming, and 
led. But Monſieur la Vile following them with a few 
hoꝛſe, cut them in peeces. They marched krom thence to 
a To bone of delence called Coſtaſco, which the Pole had 


alittla 
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alittle beſoze beleagerd, but vpon an aſſault made, hauing 
found an vnerpected reſiſtance. And hearing the appꝛoach 
of the ſtrangers, they fled beloꝛe our comming. 

By this time the Sunne in his delightſome pꝛogreſſe 
hauing paſſed the Equinoctiall, had turned the weatie 
w2ackes of waſefull winter, into the cherretull view of the 
Summers beauty, at which time, it being in the begin⸗ 
ning of Bate, our Troupes recoucrd a very pleaſant coun⸗ 
fry, where in great plenty they found all neceſſaries foz 
hozſe and man. After ſome fe w dayes march in this chams 
pian countrey our Troupes received intelligence where 
the Enemy lap, to the number ofſeauen oz eight thonſand, 
at a Towne called Arioua ſome foure ſcoze verts, which 
tis thze ſcoꝛe Englich miles from them. This Arioua was 
a great Towne, ſcituate on the ſide of a hiil, pleaſant to 
loke vppon, the great riuer of Vollga running thzough it, 
and as it were, equally parting it in the middeſt, with a 
frong and faire Caſtle in it; howbeit the Towne vawal- 
led and vnde fenſible. 

Our men hauing reteiued true relation, both concerns 
ing the Towne, the Poles ſtrength, the diſtance, and the 
beſt wap that leadeth vnfoit , they entered into councell, 
what beſt was fo be done foz the ſurpꝛize of this Towne, 
and a non ſlaught of the Poles, and as alwapes in ſuch cas 
ſes of weight, there are diuerſttie of Judgements and D⸗ 
pinions, ſome giuing councell one way, ſome another, the 
bꝛaueſt ſpicites ſtirred vp with honourable emulation of o⸗ 
thers kame and greatnes , pꝛeſſe foꝛward fo? emplopment. 
Cozonell Coborne being the firſt that deſired to hane the 
vndertaking ofthis buſineſſe with ſiue hundꝛed hoꝛſe; but 
his plot being diſliked, as being to full of danger, Mon- 
fieur la Vile the French Tozonell vnvertwie with four? 
hundꝛed hozſe to doe ſome notable ſeruice oꝛ other, as oc⸗ 
taſton ſhould be pꝛoffered. Foꝛ man times in ſuch doubt⸗ 
full cafes, vnloked foꝛ Accidents and vbaplotted attempts 
unde better oppoztunitie and _— in pꝛeuapling vppon 
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the ſudden, than pꝛemeditated and foze-decredCouncells, 
Thus hauing taken ſome of euery Troupe, Englich, Scot⸗ 
fiſh, and French, with the aide of the other Captaines, 
as Captaine Coimorre , a Bwze, a very valiant Souldi⸗ 
er, bꝛought vp in {he warres of the Netherlands, the os 
therCaptaine Crale an Engliſhman, and Captaine Cre- 
ton a Dcottithman , with this number offoure hundzed 
hozſe. La Vile earelp in the moꝛning leauing the Armie in 
their quarters, marched towards Arioua, by the way they 
mette with a Conſkippe of the Enemy, being a hun2zed 
hozſe vppon the ſkirt.of a wood, it beeing ſent from the 
maine Armie in Arioua as a ſcowt-watch ito diſcouer our 
Troupes, foz they had Intelligence befoze of our being in 
the Counfrey. Their Wancurriers haning eſpied our fozs 
ces, gaue the larum, aud pzeſently turned backe and fled, 
but our Troupe followed, flew ſome, fozced others to 
take the riuer of Vollga, take many pꝛiſoners, the reſt 
fled, fy2ing the Countrey as they went, and bzought the 
newes ofonr appꝛoach to Arioua. La Vile with his frenps 
held on his courſe, meeting with no other Occurrents by 
the way till her came to a little riuer, which they found ſo 
depe, and the current running ſo ſwift by reaſon. of the 
late diſſoluing of the @nowe , that they knew not how to 
paſſe ouer. La Vile himſelſe p2offered to giue the attempt, 
but was ſtaped by others that loked into the daunger: a 
French Souldier of his Troupe, ſhewing moze courage 
than fozeſight, toke the riuer with his hozſe, and by the 
violence of the Streame, were both dzowned. Here they 
ſpent ſome time to ſeke out a fo2d, but found none: af 
laſt they eſpied a narrow place, where (pulling downe an 
olde houſe ſtanding hard by) with the raffers thereof they 
made a little bzidge, vppon which they paſſed on fote, 
ſwimming auer with their hoꝛſes in their hands. Thus 
they marched fozward till they came within ſight of Ario- 
ua absut the none time of the day. La Vile when he came 
within view ol the Towne , and ſaw how it ſtode owe 
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by the riuer of Vollga , might perceiue afarre off on the o⸗ 
ther ſide of the Towne , the Enemies colours diſplayed in 
great numbers, the ſodaineneſſe of the action bꝛed a ter- 
rour on both partes, the Poales verily belening that the 
maine Armie of our Fo2ces to be at hand, and our troups 
ſuppoſing the Enemies ſtrength to be as great on that ſive 
the riuer as on the other, though vndeſcried, howbeit they 
kept on their march towards the Towne, with reſolution 
fo doe ſome notable ſeruice, epther by death oz victozie: 
when they came within halfe a league of the Towne, they 
eſpied ſiue hundꝛed hozſes of the Enemie aduanted againſt 
them, where on the ſodaine both ſides awhile ffod in gaze 
one of an other: at laſt fourty of the Enemies hozſes wers 
dꝛawne foꝛzth, with pꝛoffer of a charge after the manner 
of a 1Bzauads, a twelue oz fixetene of our hozſes gaue an 
onſet to anſwsr them, flew ſome, and beat the reſt backs 
into their maine ſtrength, ſo that both partes againe ſfod 
in gaze oneofanother. Some doubted that it was the pcs 
licie of the Pole to dzaw our Fozces nearer to the Towne; 
and (0 to encompaſs them with their Armie on the other 
Ave of the riuer. 

But La Vile, whoſe courage ouercane all foare,ſeelng 
no third way to be taken, but epther that night to die, oz 
to be Maiſters of the Cowne, out of a bꝛaue and honoura- 
ble minde, with a few woꝛds in Dutch, did after this mas 
ner encourage his @ouldiers, UM haue come (ſaith he) 
thus farre (m lauing friends and followers ) with pur⸗ 
poſe and reſolution to doe ſome ſpeciall ſeruice o2 other , in 
the honour of our Cauntries, and pꝛokeſlion, ſoz aduaun⸗ 
cing the ſucceſſe of the maine action fo2 this Land againſt 
the Poles tyꝛannp in the behalfe of the Bing of Swethen. 
This place of Commaund which at this time J eniop with 
pour conſents, J wi'l ſtrine with all my power to dif- 
charge, as well fo2 your ſafeties and contentments, as 
mine owwne honour and reputation, and though we be of 
ſeuerall nen G N and Cuſfomes , we ara in 
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this baſin. Te£ycd together in an indiſſoluble band of loue 
and pattincrthip , eyther to liue oz die together, the belt 
hope is, wee haus one God to defend vs all, whoſe onts 
Uretched arme ouer-ſwayethall : let not then epther our 
owne weakeneſſe, oz our Enemies itrength affcight ds, 
fo; beſides the atchiuements of Yonour that pꝛicketh foz- 
ward enerie wozthy minde, there is a necellitie to put vs 
fozward, fo backe we cannot goe, without certaine diſ⸗ 
honour and deſtruction, all plates being harried and ſpoi⸗ 
led by the Pole, and norelisfe to be found: the riuers als 
ſo and the champian fields will glue them aduantage with 
their numbers to hemme bs in, and cut vs in petces: and 
if J be not deceiued, they ſtand in moze doubt of vs, than 
weokthem, as I iudge by the vncertaine wauing of their 
colours on the other fide the tiuer, and it may be all their 
keare hath giuen them falſe Inteiligence, that wer are to 
rect iue ſeconds from our maine Armie , which theo (aps 
pols to be at hand. From this feareof theirs ſpzingethmy 
hope, that in ſpight of the Poales Armie we ſhall reſt in 

— vonder ZTolne this night, and with that, crying out 
with a high voyce ans ſpirite, Iheſus met ounce, which 
in Gnaltthis, Jeſus be with vs. with a bzaue courage they 
aduaunced foꝛward. Captayne Coſmorre with the Ens 
gliſhmen gaue the charge, and was ſeconded by the French 
men. 

The Pole (&ing the charge thus made with ſach reſolu⸗ 
tion, fearing (as it was afterward knowne) the appꝛoach 
ol our maine Armie, turned their backes, and fled. Nots 
withTanding they had a ſecond of foure hundꝛed hozſes 
moe, our troupes fellowed with all ſpede , flew many 
with the ſwoꝛd, the moſt of them toke the riuer of Vollga, 
thinking to recouer their maine Army, but the greateſt 
numbers of them were dzowned. Dar troupes thus ens 
fred the towne of Arioua without any other reſũiſtance, and 
found thecaftle abandoned, at which they marnelled, that 
aZowne and Caſtle gf ſuch ſtrength and impoꝛt, hauing 
eight tyouland men to defend if, ſhould be thus "CHAP

FAS, oua being thus taken in, our Troups res 
ted tiere the vapes till our mains Armie 
| 5 {A 0 came bp , in which time the Pole ſtayed in 
W the Towne on the other ſide the riuer. But 
{ NY when they ſaw the appꝛoach of all our foz- 
| ces, they haſtned their departure, and be⸗ 
canfe they ſuppoſed the Jnhabifants had befrayed them, 
they ſet fire on that fideof the Mowne in the dead of the 
night, onely to reuenge ſuſpition, where after a molt cru⸗ 
ell and barbarous maner, they burned and ſlew, man, wo⸗ 
man, and child; a lamentable ſight it was, to beholde the 
flames, and to heare the confuſed cries ot the people, which 
was the moze miſerable, becauſe, as there was no pittie 
in the Pole te reſpect them, ſo there was no way in our 
Troups to rel&ue them, by reaſon of the riuer, which foz 
want of boats the could not paſſe. The Poles haning thus 
ſafiſfied their rage vpon the poꝛe Ruſſtan with blod + fire 
like incarnate diuells, withont remoꝛce, leauing this mis 
ſerable people of all ſoztes and ſexes, from the impotencie 
of Ags, to the innocence of Jnfants,burning in that earths 
hell ofhozroz , they marched away with dꝛummes beat⸗ 
ing, trampets ſounding , colours diſplaying , as if they 
had effected ſome notabls atchieuement. Carly in the moz⸗ 
ning, La Vile perceining them marching away , hauing 
had the night befoze many boats bꝛonght vp the riuer by 
the Ruſſe, carried his pzincipall Fozces auer, and with all 
ſpede followed them. The ſtrũ night they oucrtokethem 


iu thelr quarters, flew many of them, foke many of their 
Y colours, 
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colours, andfo2ced the reſt fo flice , who ſtill burning and 
ſpapling the Country as they went, leftno reliefe fo helpe 
our Fozces in the purſuite, ſo that in tho dapes, hauing 
cleered al! that part of the Tounfrep , they returned to A- 
rioua, where our Armie refed ſome fouretœne dapes: and 
as contraries are euer beſt knowne by their contcaries, 
they found the excellencie of reſt after their labour, and of 
plenty after their wants. Foz here they found all things 
in aboundance that in many places befo2e they wanted. 
Not long after La Vile with Coſmer the Poze, and 
lieutenant Conisby avery reſolute Donlvier, toke in a 
Lowne called. Pogrilla, together with a ſtrong Dkonce 
manned by the Pole, taking it vpon a ſur pzize in the night 
putting them all to the ſwoꝛd onelp the Gonerncur, and 
ſome few other reſerued, La Vile, within a while after, 
went to the Moſco, accompanied with many Dffixers, 
Engliſh, Scottich, and French, where Vanſcuſce enter⸗ 
tained them with liberall gifts andrewards te enery one. 
Mere they met with Pontus de la Gard, aànd found a great 
power of the Ruſſians in a readineſſe fo2 ſeruice. Sigiſmong- 
lying all this while befoze Smalenſco, vnderſtanding of the 
free paiſages, that the ſtrangers had made thozow the 
Countrey enen to the Moſco. And hauing receiued fur-. 
ther Intelligence, that their Fozces were readp to iopne 
with reſolution to attempt to raiſe the Leager from befaze 
Smalenſco, ſent vppon the fodaine Chollcoſce his lieute⸗ 
nant generall with fiteene thonſandLaunſters, and thirtie 
thouſand Cofakes fo fake a Dkance of great impoꝛt cal- 
led Gregory, that lieth in the common paſſage between two 
great woods from Moſco to Smalenſco. This Dkonce bes 
ing thus ſtrongly beleagered on all ſides, Vanſuſce raiſeth: 
his Armie from the Moſco, conffituting his bꝛother De- 
metrius their Generall, whs iopning with the ſkrangers 
Fozces, of whom Pontus la Gard had the commaund, theꝝ 
march towards the SkonceofGregory, the whole Armie 
conſiſting of foztie thauſand. Being coms Within two . 
4 mare 
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march of the Skonce , the Enemy hauing gotten intelli⸗ 
gente by ſome of our fugitiues , ofthe app2oach of this Ars 
mie, their numbers and purpoſes, which was to (urpztize 
them inthe night vppon a nonflaught . Cholcoſce to pꝛe⸗ 
uent their police the night befoze , d2zawes out ofhis Lea⸗ 
ger th:& thouſand and finehundzebLaunſters, being No? 
ble men and Gentle men of the beſt rancke and reſolution, 
that came with the ing out of Poland, together with ſe⸗ 
nen thouſand Coſſakes, and with this number, bauing 
nine thouſand Launſiers moze foz a ſecond, cloſely in the 
night they marched; and earely in the mozning, which 
was Pidſummer dap, they lell (avaincly vpon our quar⸗ 
ters. Dur men truſting that the Muſcouite, who knew 
the Countrep, would by ths Scowt-watches haue giuen 
the larum of any ſodaine appꝛoach. But the Ruſſe not da⸗ 
ring te ſtirre out of their quarters, was the cauſe of gur 
bnbappy defeature, and their owne vtter onerth;ow, foz 
dur men being thus put infos amazement by the larani gi⸗ 
nen. Pontus de la Gard did accozding fo the ſhoꝛtneſſe of 
the time, and the weight of the danger) diſpoſe in this man⸗ 
ner of his Fozces , the vangard he gaue to Edward Horne 
a full Souldier and a baaue Commannder with his Regi- 
ment of Fynlanders, who were the firſf that ſtode the 
Poles charge. But being ouercharged by the Poles num⸗ 
her of Launſters, they fled, (carſe abiding the charge. Cos 
ronell Coborne commaunding the Engliſh hoꝛſe, aduaun⸗ 
ted fozward with his Troupes , foanſwer the Pole. The 
French and Dutch did the like. But Cholcoſce finding 
them weakelp armd and hozſed , beingalſo encouraged bes 
fo:e with the ouerthzow of the Fynlanders , with cozage 
and reſolution followed the tract of his foztune; and in 
ſHozt time oucrth;ew the whole Fo2ces of the ſtrangers 
hozſe, but with the death of many of his owne Launſters, 
The whole Army of the Ruſſe ſeeing the foztune of our foz- 
ces, being themſelues out of danger, fled, without ſtroke

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of the dap, did barrocado themſelues with Cartes and 
Maggons, with reſolution to fight it out to the laſt man, 
oꝛ to take ſome hons24ble compoſition. Which Cholcoſce 
perccining, and doubting ſome farther ſtratagem, his re- 
turne alſo backe to the Skonce of Gregory being of mo⸗ 
ment, ſatiſiping himſelfe at that time with the glozie of 
this day, made a tender of theſe p2offers following, that 
il thep would giue oner their frength, they ſhould be at li⸗ 
bertie, epther to ſerne the Etuperour, oz the Ring of Pole 
with the ſame pay they had: ik they would returne to the 
Ring of Swerhland; thep ſhould haue leaue, if info they; 
owne Conntries, they ſhould haue licence, and helpe to 
paſſe thzough the Poles Country, with the Kings fauour. 
Theſe pꝛoffers were accepted, and they haning ypW&lvev, 
did ſeuerally diſpoſe of themſelnes, ſome backe to the Em⸗ 
perour, fome to the Ring of Swerhen , the moſt of them te 
the Pole, many home into their Countries. Thus was 
this great Armie bnhappily diſperced, that neuer met to⸗ 
ether againe. Pontus de la Gard, Edward Horne, La 
Wile, Collayne, and Coborne, with a few Dfficers, and 
me Souldiers, to the number of fine hundzed, retumed 
backe to the King of Swethen.

Tte Emperor Demetrius returnes from Colloge with a hun- 
dred thouſand men and beleagers Maſcs on the one tide 
of thetowne , Cholcoſceon the other. Vanſuſce is taken 
priſoner,and ſent into Poland. Demetrius flees againe to 
Colloge, and is at laſt miſerably ſlayne by a Tartare.

Sq Anſuſce hearing of the ouerthꝛow of his 
7 Armp, Was much troubled in his minde, 
eſpecially fo2 the defeatare of the trans 
25 gers, vpsn whom he p2incipally truſted: 
he now law, that the hand of God was 

againſt him in dangers n 
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by humane reaſon and iudgement, he could not auopde, he 
feared Demetrius on the one fide, that had dꝛawne toges 
ther in Colloge a hundzed thouſand men, with purpoſe to 
beſiege the Moſco on the other ſids. Ye knew the Poales 

fo:ces befo2e Smalenſco, and that they were ſtill re-info2s 
ted with new ſapplies : he feared Gregory could not holy 
dut that Skonce, bearing his name which Cholcoſce had 
beleagerd , but that he would yclde it vp vppon any com⸗ 
poſition , as indeeve he did. Ye knew then that there was 
ns barre no2 hawlt fe2'the Poales Armie to march from 
Smalenſco, to the City of Moſco. To theincreaſeof theſe 
feares hie ſaws the citty empty ofvicualles, and other pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion foz the warres. But that which moſt troubled him, 
he found his reputation much leſſened in the opinion of the 
Muſcouite. While Vanſuſce ſtode thus exerciſed and pers 
plexed with theſe feares , ſayling betwirt Scilla and Cha- 
ribdis, in doubt which way ts take the Cmperour Denie- 
trius, layes hold of the occaſion, and once moꝛe attempts 
with this new raiſed power ts recouer his Empire, her 
therefa2e with all ſped adnanceth foꝛward with this great 
Army, conſiſting of a hundzed thouſand men, that in thoſe 
tumultusus times, either fe his lone , oz their ewne ſafe⸗ 
tios had fled vnto him, there were alſo ten thouſand Poles 
in his Army that had followed him in his laſt flight from 
the Moſco. He hauing thus once moꝛe like an Emperour 
the commaunving of ſuch an Armie, which neuertheleſſe 
was mo2e fearefall fo2 theiz numbers then in their armes 
and courage , came befoze the Cittp, foztifying his camp. 
and planting his Oꝛdonante, which ſwne beganne fo bat 
ter. Sigiſmond King of Poland hauing intelligence hereof 
takes his aduantage in this diuiſten and ſends Cholcotce 

his lieutenant generall, hauing latelp taken in the foꝛt of 
Gregory with fozty thouſand men to belcagerthe other 

ſide of Moſco, there were alſo. fificene hundzed ſtraugers 


in his army, Cnglith, Scottiſh, and French, that had put 
D 3 them⸗ 
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theraſelues info (h2 King of Poles ſernice after their defeas 
ture on Pidſummer dap. Now was this great citty inui⸗ 
roned on all ſides, with huge numbers of men of warre, and 
in ſhoꝛt time b2ouxHt to ſo great mifery in the height of all 
extreame, thatif a man could imagine in ſach a caſe the 
woꝛſt of calamity , ſuch was the wzetched foztane of this 
citty, wherein nothing but hozroz and deſpaire was found, 
the canon rozing without, women 4 childzen crying within, 
the noiſe of dꝛums, trumpets, hozſes, harquebuſes, and the 
helplefſe grones ol dying men, made if on earth a hell to the 
miſerable Muſcouite. Famine alſe at length ſo pincht them 
that they found theſe wiſchicfes to be vnſufferable. Now 
was Vanſuſce without heart oz hope, fearing daily tobe 
betrayed by his owne friends, if we may call if treaſon, fo 
betray atraifo2, and his ſcares pꝛoued true, fo2 many no⸗ 
ble men that were about him, loking into the pzeſent 


times condition, and reducing to their mindes the nature 
of the times paſt, they found Vanſuſce to be both the ozigi⸗ 


nall and efficient cauſe of all theſe miſeries, and that God 
dad thus plagued them with the plagues of men, foꝛ ſuffers 
ing an vſurper to raigne ouer them, ſo that at laſt vpon ad⸗ 
uice taken, they toke Vanſuſce p2iſoner ſitting in councell 


' among them, with ſappoſe, by deliuering him captiue, to 


make their peace with Cholcoſce, O had the vnkinde and 
baſtable Muſcouite deltnered this vſurper vnto their laws 
fall Emperour Demetrius that lap on the other ſide the ci⸗ 


tie, and had bzoughthimin with their ſubmiſſion and ac⸗ 


knowlegement of alegeance, they might haue had the hand 
af God to haue fought foz them, and haply in ſhozt time re⸗ 
coueredtheir fozmer peace and glozie. But they doubting 
bis weakeneſſe, and fearing the ſtrength ofthe Poles, de⸗ 
liuered vp their pꝛiſoner, together with the Citty into the 
power of Cholcoſce, to be kept foz the king ot Pole. Which 
in this maner was effected. 

It was agreed vpon betwerne Cholcoſce and the —

of Ruſſia, that he ſhould haue deliuered info his hands, 
the Citty and the Caſtle to be held with a garriſon fo2 Si- 
giſmond King of Poland, vnto whom they pꝛoſtered at⸗ 
knowledgement of homage and fealtie, conditionally, that 
Cholcoſce with his Armie ſhould pzeſently remoue the 
Leager of the Emperonr Demetrius on the other ſive the 
tiuer. Theſe pꝛoffers were accepted of Chelcoſce , toges 
ther with the condition, conditionally that they ſhould deli⸗ 
uer ſufficient hoſtages ints his hands ſoz. the fafegard of 
himſelte and his Army , which was graunted , and a ma⸗ 
ny of the Nobilitie choſen out ag the great Patriarch of 
Moſco. Knelacob Duke ot Smalenſco, and others of great 
power, who being delinered to the Cholcoſce, ſent them 
all as pledges fo the Ring of Pole. Thus Cnolcoſce ha- 
ning taken pdſſefſion of the Citfy mariheth thzongh to 


fight with Demetrius, and in ſhozt time ouertyzew him, 


who fleeing againe to Colloge, found himſelfe there alſo as 
bandouev of all his friends. Thus this vahappy Pꝛince, 
fleeing from place to place, finding no place foz ſafetie, was 
afterward (as J haue heardit repozted ) miſerably ſlaine 
by a Tartar. | 

Thus Cholcoſce returning backe to the Titty in trium⸗ 
phant maner was ſolemnelp intertained of the Muſcouite, 
who pꝛeſented him alſo with many great gifts. Ye haning 
ffayed a while in the Cittie, and planted a garriſon of eight 
thonſand Poles in the Caſtle, returned to Smalenſco with 
his pziſoner Vaoſuſce and deliuered him to his maiſter the 
Ring of Pole, who not loug after ſent him into Poland, fg 
be kept pꝛiſoner at the Caſtle of Waringborrough, Where 
he pet liues a miſerable captiue. 

Sigiſmond the peare following takes in Smalenſco vp⸗ 
on aſſault, and returnes into Poland , diſpoſing the molt 
part of his Armie into garriſons in Ruſſia. But the Muſco- 
uite in ſho2f time after rebelled, and hauing dzawne the 
Tartare as their Aſſiſtants , after a long and _— aſs. 
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ſault, they at the laſt reconerev the Cittie and Caffle cf 
Moſco, putting all the Poles to the ſmoꝛd. Thus was the 
Colloge againe fred , but not ſecured from the ty2anny of 
the Poales, who are ſill poſſeſloꝛs of a great part of that 
Cgnntrey, ſometimes lofing in one place, oltentimes 
gaining in an other, neuer reſting, bat till in action, 
which the wꝛetched people doe miſerably ſuſtaine.
